Goy man alleges 
bashing bg Muni driver

S ixteen bicyclists rode through Golden Gate Park Sunday, July 28 to 
raise some $30,000 for HIV/AIDS treatment information services 
in the first annual Ron Wilmot Bike Ride for Project Inform. 

The event was founded by Wilmot, a San Francisco gay man 
who has raised about $125,000 in the last nine years riding in 
AIDS benefits. 

With the demise two years ago of the San Francisco AIDS Bike-A-Thon, 
in which riders could designate to which charity their donations would be 
targeted, Wilmot told the Bay Area Reporter he wanted to create an event to 
specifically benefit one of his favorite organizations, Project Inform. 

Based in San Francisco, Project Inform provides treatment and virology 
information to more than 70,000 constituents nationwide, according to De¬ 
velopment Associate David Mills. 

Wilmot said the other major bicycling event benefiting AIDS research, the 
California AIDS Ride, is a worthy event but only benefits one organization 
and emotionally thwarted the “volunteer aspect” of the former Bike-A-Thon. 

“It was kind of demoralizing for the volunteers to raise all their money and 
then be so overshadowed by the AIDS Ride,” Wilmot said. “The Bike-A-Thon 
brought in a couple hundred thousand dollars, and the AIDS Ride got millions.” 

The Ron Wilmot Bike Ride is organized entirely by volunteers, which 
makes it unique among other fundraisers for Project Inform, Mills said. 

Wilmot said he chose Project Inform as the beneficiary of the event be¬ 
cause of its commitment to providing information on treatment options to 
individuals in the late stages of HIV and AIDS, and because of its low over¬ 
head costs. About 85 percent of the money going to Project Inform is used 
directly for its services. 
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Bomb scare on Castro

S an Francisco police briefly blocked off Castro Street 
between 18th anji 19th streets around 11 p.m. on 
Friday, July 26, after a passerby reported a suspicious 
object on the sidewalk. According to a squad spokesman, 
and the street was quickly reopened after bomb squad of¬ 
ficers arrived and determined it was a harmless concrete 
core sample. 

The concrete may have been discarded during recent 
street widening construction in the area. 

According to news accounts, the incident was one of 
several in the Bay Area following the Atlanta Olympics 
bombing. Police partially evacuated the Hall of Justice 
July 30, after someone called a tv station and asked if a 
bomb was reported in the district attorney’s office. 

The evacuation was a precautionary measure, and a 
search turned up nothing. ▼ 


T he attorney for a gay man attacked July 12 on a Muni bus has told the 
Bay Area Reporter he expects police to issue an arrest warrant soon for 
the off-duty Muni driver his client identified as the assailant. 

Sinrisa “Sonny” Vukic alleges he was struck several times and sub¬ 
jected to a string of anti-gay epithets while riding the #4 Stockton bus. 
Vukic has filed police reports, is receiving assistance through Community 
United Against Violence, and has retained attorney Thomas Ray as a result 
of the bashing. 

“Sonny and a friend had been at Nordstrom and other places around 
Union Square,” Ray told the Bay Area Reporter. When Vukic’s friend got off 
the bus at Van Ness Avenue, the pair briefly kissed. 

A man sitting in the back of the bus near Vukic, wearing a Muni uni¬ 
form, immediately began the verbal assault, Ray said. 

“You fucking faggots, can’t you take this shit home? There are kids around,” 
he allegedly said. “Don’t you have any morals? Don’t you read the Bible? Who 
taught you your values?” 

After Vukic told the off-duty driver to shut up, according to Ray, the at¬ 
tacker became even more threatening, telling Vukic to “try to make me shut 
up.” Then he started swinging. 

Vukic told the man, whose identity has not been released, to leave him 
alone. “Sonny raised his knees to his waist so he could kick him off him with 
both feet,” Ray said. The assailant fell back on the seats, but got up and came 
at Vukic again. The driver of the bus drove at least two stops while the al-

Sonoma County gay man 
alleges discrimination 
at Starbucks

A Rohnert Park gay man last 
week filed a formal anti-gay 
discrimination complaint 
against Starbucks Coffee with the 
state’s Division of Labor Stan¬ 
dards, after he was fired from a 
Petaluma outlet July 22. 

The controversial Washington- 
based coffee corporation provides 
domestic partners healthcare ben¬ 
efits, and has diversity in the 
workplace policies that include 
non-discrimination on the basis 
of sexual orientation. However, 
former Starbucks worker Peter 
White told the Bay Area Reporter 
he filed the complaint because of 
anti-gay abuse he received from a 
manager and another worker at 
the site. 

White said that he was hired in 
March, and began to experience 
problems on the job shortly after 
a training stint in the company’s 
Terra Linda, California store. 

He said he was subjected to 
anti-gay comments and attitudes 
- as well as “dirty looks” from a 
Corte Madera store manager tem¬ 
porarily at the site. 

“The very first time I saw her 
she gave me a long dirty look,” 
White told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“I knew that my manager had told 
her that I was gay.” 

In other incidents, according 
to White, the woman made anti¬ 
gay slurs - including comments 
about “those things you guys do 
on Castro Street” and remarks 
about “AIDS and faggots.” 

White also told the B.A.R. that 
while he was working in the 
Petaluma Store, the 24-year-old 
male store manager called him “a 
faggot” under his breath, just loud 
enough for White to hear. 

White said the regional man¬ 
ager of the Petaluma store trivial¬ 
ized and dismissed the allegations 
out of hand during a May 23 
meeting. 

“She said that was my percep¬ 
tion of things, that although she

didn’t understand it, she had gay 
friends and a sister who was les¬ 
bian,” he said. 

His complaints quickly target¬ 
ed him for retaliation, White told 
the Bay Area Reporter- and he re¬ 
alized that a possible career option 
had turned into a $6.25 an hour 
job from hell when “It was clear to 
me they wanted to nail me.” 

Although White said he real¬ 
ized that there are openly gay peo¬ 
ple working in the corporation, 
especially in San Francisco, cor¬ 
porate policy isn’t always corpo¬ 
rate practice - and that he was the 
victim of anti-gay job bias at the 
Petaluma store. 

“They claim they value diver¬ 
sity, and that they have a diverse 
work force. But I’m 36 years old. 
I’ve heard this before. I’ve been 
through this before. It’s the same 
kind of hypocrisy,” White said. 

He says that straight people 
who are called on their anti-gay 
and homophobia remarks often 
hide behind claims they are liber¬ 
al or gay-positive. 

“Straight people can be espe¬ 
cially two-faced,” White said. 


“When you confront them they 
say, ‘I never said that, I would 
never say that, I’m gay friendly. I 
have lots of gay friends,”’ White 
said. 

“Trust me, it happened.” 

Starbucks spokeswoman Jean- 
nie McKay told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter the company would “vigor¬ 
ously defend itself” against 
White’s claims. 

A response from the Division of 
Labor Standards about the claim is 
expected in 30 to 90 days. T

ALRP attorney to be 
onsite three days 
weekly in East Bay 

United Way ; Oakland law firm help funding

wo United Way grants 
k awarded to the AIDS Legal 
H Referral Panel (ALRP) will 
enable a staff attorney to better 
serve East Bay clients by being on¬ 
site in the area three days a week, it 
was announced Saturday, July 27. 

ALRP Executive Director Irwin 
Keller made the announcement at 
a champagne brunch fundraiser at 
the Camron-Stanford House on 
Lake Merritt in Oakland. Speaking 
before a crowd of about 60 people, 
Keller said the change will give the 
agency - which has provided free 
or low-cost legal services since 
1983 to people who have 
HIV/AIDS - “unprecedented ac¬ 
cess in the East Bay.” 

Both grants are from the Unit¬ 
ed Way Community Impact 
Fund, Keller said. A regional grant 
provides $36,000 per year for two 
years, for services in five Bay Area 
counties including Alameda and 
Contra Costa, and the other pro¬ 
vides $30,000 per year for two 
years, for Alameda County. 

The legal referral panel has 
over 500 attorneys and notaries 
who provide pro bono services to 
clients. In addition to providing 
assistance to individuals, the 
ALRP holds legal clinics through¬ 


out the Bay Area, as well as client 
discussion groups and forums in 
cooperation with various com¬ 
munity organizations. 

Diane Cash, co-chair of 
ALRP’s board of directors, said at 
the fundraiser that the agency 
provided assistance with 443 legal 
matters in the East Bay in 1995. 

“Since 1983 we’ve served the 
East Bay by having volunteer at¬ 
torneys and legal clinics,” Keller 
said, adding that over the years 
ALRP found it difficult to do that 
work without funding. “We re¬ 
ceived in July two years of fund¬ 
ing to serve Alameda County and 
other counties.” 

Attorneys and human 
beings 

The ALRP also used the occa¬ 
sion to thank one of its biggest 
donors in the East Bay, the Oak¬ 
land law firm of Crosby, Heafey, 
Roach and May. Managing part¬ 
ner Stephen McFeely was on hand 
to accept the “Hammer of Justice” 
award from Charles Sullivan, 
ALRP fundraising co-chair. 

“There’s a firm in the East Bay 
that’s stood out and provided a 
significant amount of support in 
terms of attorneys and money,” 
Sullivan said. “Over 12 percent of 
our East Bay attorneys come from 
Crosby, Heafey, Roach and May, 


and they’ve given well over 
$10,000 since 1990.” 

McFeely thanked ALRP for the 
award, a small brass and silver ham¬ 
mer on a plaque, saying, “It’s not 
only clever, it’s kind of beautiful. 

“It will be placed in a place of 
prominence.” 

McFeely spoke about what it 
means for a big law firm to do pro 
bono work for ALRP. 

“When you get to be a law firm 
as big as we are,” he said, “it’s par¬ 
ticularly gratifying to attorneys 
who participate to interact with 
human beings. 

“We’re going to continue to 
support the organization.” 

Keller also told the audience 
that ALRP will continue its close 
collaboration with the Berkeley 
Community Law Center and 
other agencies, such as the AIDS 
Alliance in Contra Costa County 
and the AIDS Project of the East 
Bay. 

Also recognized at the event 
were ALRP employees Ron Hypo- 
lite, client services director, and 
Raul Aguilar, an administrative 
staff member. The two men have 
been with the agency five years. V

Gay man upset with 
Leal over removal 
from commission 

Supervisor appoints lesbian replacement

S an Francisco Supervisor 
Susan Leal’s former ap¬ 
pointment to the city’s En¬ 
vironment Commission has writ¬ 
ten a letter protesting his removal, 
but Leal said she’s giving someone 
else a chance to serve. 

Both Lorin Rosemond, who 
was not reappointed when his 
term expired last month, and Xi- 
mena Delgado, whom Leal named 
to the commission, are openly gay. 

In a brief statement issued 
Monday, July 29, Leal said she was 
proud of both people serving. 

The Environment Commis¬ 
sion will be dissolved, according 
to a spokesman for Leal, probably 
by late fall, when the voter-ap¬ 
proved Commission on the Envi¬ 
ronment will be created. Supervi¬ 
sors have no appointments to that 
body; they will all be made by the 
mayor. 

The current commission is de¬ 
veloping a sustainability plan for 
the city that is expected to be pre¬ 
sented to the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors. Delgado called it 
“sort of a blueprint for environ¬ 
mental safety.” 

In his letter to Leal, Rosemond 
criticized her for appointing Del¬ 
gado when the commission is 
going to be dissolved later this year. 

“Your letter did not and your 
assistant could not explain why

you would want to replace me on 
the commission,” his letter states. 

“I was the chair of the trans¬ 
portation group of the commis¬ 
sion. I would have been the point 
person on the transportation sec¬ 
tion of the sustainability plan. As 
a private citizen any remarks I 
make now will be reduced to pub¬ 
lic comments. This means they 
will not have [to] be addressed or 
included in the document,” the 
letter continued. 

Leal issued a brief response. 

“I am proud to have had Mr. 
Rosemond to serve as my appoint¬ 
ment for the last three years,” the 
supervisor stated. “I am equally 
proud to give Ms. Delgado this op¬ 
portunity to help guide the transi¬ 
tion from the present commission 
structure to the voter-approved 
Commission on the Environment.” 

Leal had no further comment 


on the matter. 

Who in the world is 
Ximena Delgado? 

Delgado has a background in 
local government. She has a mas¬ 
ter’s degree in urban policy analysis 
and management from the Gradu¬ 
ate School of Management and 
Urban Policy at the New School for 
Social Research in Manhattan, and 
a bachelor of arts degree in political 
science and women’s studies from 
UC Berkeley. 

She’s currently a program as¬ 
sociate at the California Reinvest¬ 
ment Committee in San Francis¬ 
co. Prior to that she served as a 
policy aide to Santa Clara County 
Supervisor Ron Gonzales, where 
she dealt with parks, hazardous 
materials, and other land-use is¬ 
sues. Delgado also worked as a re¬ 
searcher for the planning depart¬ 
ment for New York City. 

Delgado told the B.A.R. that 
she’s already attended a commis¬ 
sion meeting and looks forward 
to serving on the body, even if 
only for several months. 

“I’m extremely happy,” Delga¬ 
do said. “It’s a great opportunity 
for me. I’m sort of a newcomer to 
the city and to find out what the 
city’s doing is sort of exciting for 
me.” 

Delgado said that in naming 
her to the commission, she 
thought Leal just wanted to give 
someone else a chance to serve. ▼ 


Milk library gets picture of late supervisor

His photographs 
have appeared in a variety of set¬ 
tings, including the Academy 
Award-winning documentary 
film The Life and Times of Harvey 
Milk.

S pectrum Center for Les¬ 
bian, Gay, and Bisexual 
Concerns of Marin has an¬ 
nounced that it will begin inter¬ 
viewing interested people to serve 
on its board of directors. 

The 18-member board sets 
policy, establishes long-range 
goals and a strategic plan for their 
implementation, establishes di¬ 
rection for its programs, and 
oversees the executive director of 
the Marin County Lesbian, Gay, 
and Bisexual Community Center.

B oston police have arrested a 
suspect in last month’s 
shotgun slaying of gay San 
Francisco resident Tom Meyer. 

Eric Brown, 26, was arrested 
and charged in connection with the 
murder June 21, five days after 
Meyer was shot in the head in 
Boston, where he was attending a 
friend’s wedding. A preliminary 
hearing in the case is scheduled for 
this Tuesday, August 6. 

An early theory held that 
Meyer was shot moments after he 
witnessed a drug-related killing, 
because another body was also 
found a block away, but his sur¬ 
viving partner Drew Bertagnolli 
told the Bay Area Reporter there is 
no clear motive in the case. 

“They have no motive. The 
police are now working on the 
possibility that it was a hate 
crime,” he said. 

Sources say the other victim 
was also gay, and police believe 
Meyer may have been cruising in 
the heavily gay Boston neighbor¬ 
hood where he was killed, but 
Bertagnolli disputes the claim. 

“Tom and I were committed to 
each other from the get-go,” he 
said. 

Meyer, 29, worked for a Foster 
City firm that manufactured air¬ 
plane explosive detection devices, 
and was active with the Bay Area 
Book Council. He and Bertagnol¬ 
li met during 1995 San Francisco 
lesbian and gay pride festivities, 
almost a year before Meyer was 
murdered. 

Anger and rage 

Police discovered the shotgun 
they believe to be the murder 
weapon when they pulled Brown 
over for erratic driving, found a 
shotgun shell in the car, and ob-

tained a warrant to search the ve¬ 
hicle. 

“It was a perfect ballistics 
match,” Bertagnolli said. 

Brown has a “substantial 
record,” according to Bertagnolli. 

“He’s been out on bail since 
January when he was arrested for 
a carjacking,” he said. “During the 
carjack, he tried to run a lady over 
with her car.” 

Bertagnolli told the B.A.R. that 
knowing the identity of the per¬ 
son suspected of killing his lover 
“stirred stuff up again,” but helps 
him deal with the terrible and life- 
altering trauma of Meyer’s mur¬ 
der. 

“It gave me the name of the 
person who came into my uni¬ 
verse and turned it onto its side. It 
helps focus my anger and rage,” he 
said. 

“The biggest thing is knowing 


his name, but I don’t look at the 
world the same way anymore. I just 
look at people and wonder what’s 
t6 keep anyone from killing me.” 

Bertagnolli is currently com¬ 
pleting a psychological internship 
in Albuquerque, New Mexico. ▼

Sometime this week the FBI will an¬ 
nounce whether security guard Richard 
Jewell will be charged in connection with 
last weeks explosion in Atlanta’s Centenni¬ 
al Park. The media have already swooped 
down to focus upon Jewell, since everyone 
wants the answer to the same question: How 
could someone do such a thing, especially 
someone supposedly protecting us? 

That question is the second-best thing to 
come out of the bombing, the best thing 
being the immediate display of human re¬ 
siliency. At the risk of sounding glib, the act 
bears all the hallmarks of some other attacks 
on America’s right to celebrate, and this 
might even get people to talk about them. 

For some time now, Americans have al¬ 
lowed a coalition of heavily funded busy- 
bodies to appoint themselves our guardians. 
Perhaps because of the rigors of fighting off 

12 years of Reaganomics, or because of 
AIDS, or crime, or just a hangover from the 
glitter days of the early ’80s, people in the 
’90s have been less and less willing to be 
their own protectors, and more willing to 
let Pat Robertson and Pat Buchanan decide 
right and wrong for them. 

And, unfortunately, too many of those 
self-appointed moral security guards have 
been planting social pipe bombs among the 
population. 

The theory about Jewell - and please re¬ 
member, he is innocent until something is 
proven in a court of law - is that he set off 
the bomb to make himself appear a protec¬ 
tor, a hero; the same could also be said of 
the Robertson/Buchanan god squad mem¬ 
bers who destabilize this country so they 
can act like its saviors, thereby justifying 
their existence - and their constant pitches 
for money. 

The Atlanta explosion killed a woman. 
The world has agreed that is unforgivable. 
But just as unforgivable in every way are the 
deaths of PWAs due to the denial of adequate 


AIDS funding by “guardian” lawmakers, the 
deaths of teenage girls who cannot get safe 
legal abortions because of “guardians,” and 
the deaths of patients who would rather rot 
to death than get chemotherapy, because 
they cannot ameliorate the side effects with 
medical marijuana because 
“guardians” have so far prevented its 
legalization. The list grows longer 
every day, and the guardians must 
be called to task for it. 

Fortunately, one of the worst 
offenders has been called to task 
this week. The federal government has 
filed suit against Pat Robertson’s mis¬ 
named Christian Coalition for 
nakedly abusing its tax-free 
status. About time, too. The 
coalition is blustering right 
now that it’s being picked on, 
but the truth is that somebody finally start¬ 
ed recognizing “guards” can also be perpe¬ 
trators. 

This may be the appropriate place to 
mention one more self-righteous and self- 
appointed guardian of public morals who 
stirred up some controversy at last Sunday’s 
“Until There’s a Cure” game between the 
San Francisco Giants and the Atlanta 


Braves. The pitcher in question (who isn’t 
important enough to mention by name) re¬ 
fused to participate in the pre-game 
NAMES Quilt ceremony, and came out to 
pitch sometime later with his red ribbon 
sideways, to form a Christian fish symbol. 

Some in the community are outraged, 
but we would suggest that if they intend 
to call the Giants to complain, they 
should bear in mind a larger message. 
The team’s generously brought in 
thousands of dollars to fight AIDS, 
and it is much more important to 
thank them for that than to get hyster¬ 
ical about one shitty pitcher with an 
1 ERA of 4.11 (and if you don’t 
know what that means, ask a 
lesbian to explain it to you). 

By all means, the Giants de¬ 
serve a call - (800) SFGIANTS is 
the number - but remember who our 
friends are, and encourage them to keep 
participating. And if you must mention a 
pitcher in your conversation, it would be 
better to talk about the heroic Rod Beck, 
who helped start the AIDS benefit games 
three years ago and who got his very first 
major league RBI at this year’s game. 

And the fact that he did it after replacing 
f hat other pitcher made it even sweeter. T 




How safe is safer? 
It depends on you

>> ast Friday evening, the STOP AIDS 
| Project hosted a community forum 
ffe on oral sex and HIV transmission. 
For the more than 90 gay and bisexual men 
who attended, it was a chance to hear from 
a panel of community health experts and 
from two community members who at¬ 
tribute their becoming infected to oral sex. 
It was also a chance for all in attendance to 
ask questions, voice concerns, and grapple 
communally with what has become HIV 
prevention’s $64,000 question: How safe is 
oral sex? 

The answer, while predictably unsatisfy¬ 
ing, was reiterated once again: oral sex is a 
lot less risky than unprotected anal sex, but it 
is not risk-free. 

It’s easy to sum up in a sentence. But we 
all know that making decisions about oral 
sex is a lot more complex than that. 

The reality is we want to hear that oral 
sex is 100% safe. That, if we’re negative, we 
can suck as much dick as we want and not 
have to worry about getting HIV. Or, if 
we’re positive, that we do not have to worry 
about infecting someone else or getting re¬ 
infected. We are angry that something as 
good and fun and natural and healthy as sex 
can be tainted by literally death-defying cal¬ 


culations that would make a mathemati¬ 
cian’s head spin. 

It is understandable that people are in¬ 
terpreting the message oral sex is “low risk” 
as oral sex is “no risk.” For many of us, this 
is a way to achieve some level of comfort 
about oral sex. The problem is that we then 
stop thinking about oral sex as being some 
what risky. And, if we find out later that 
some people have become infected 
through oral sex, we’re left not be¬ 
lieving the people who say that’s the 
way they got infected. We also get 
pissed off at AIDS agencies, as one 
participant in Friday’s forum put 
it, “for keeping information from 
us and lying.” Imagine 
how difficult it is if we’re 
the ones who actually got 
infected through sucking. 

We at the STOP AIDS 
Project believe that any and all decisions 
you make about sex - oral, anal, or vaginal 
- should be informed. That you should have 
all the available facts needed to make an in¬ 
formed decision about oral sex and ways to 
make it safer. < 

While it would be impossible to tell you 
everything you need to know in this small 
space, there are a few things you should 
keep in mind: 

• Avoid getting semen in your mouth or 
cumming in someone else’s mouth; 



• Avoid deep-throat fucking; 

• Floss and brush regularly - but not 
right before you have oral sex; 

• Unprotected oral sex also puts you at 
risk for other STDs; 

• Guys have, in fact, become infected 
through sucking dick. 

With almost half of us infected in this 
town, even an activity as low-risk as cock¬ 
sucking results in some small number of us 
getting newly infected. With unprotected 
anal or vaginal sex, it’s clearly a lot 
more likely, and in sad fact, a lot 
z more common. 

* We can’t tell you “just do it,” 
and we can’t tell you “just say 
no.” (Believe us; we’d love 
to.) 

In the end, the choices 
you make are up to you. 

We can supply you with in¬ 
formation and condoms and support, and 
we can help start conversations in the 
streets, in community forums and smaller 
workshops. But, in the end, you and your 
partner must decide for yourselves how safe 
you want to be. ▼

“Make the boys dance. I don’t care what 
you’re gonna play, keep ’em busy, so that 
they don’t invade The Women’s March.” 

As the night progressed the women 
joined us and we made history: we were 
allowed by the police (who were having < 
good time with the music) to keep 
pumping way past the official time. 

On the other hand, the Castro Street 
Fair organizers make it extremely diffi¬ 
cult to get an area for dancing (even after 
three very successful fairs when we were allowed to 
set up a sound system).

Heterosexism defined 

“I’m not homophobic,” said Sonny Bono, R-Calif., 
during the Senate debate where the House Judiciary 
Committee recently approved a bill that would allow 
individual states to legally disregard same-gender 
marriages performed in other parts of the union. “I 
like Barney and I love my daughter,” Bono continued, 
“but I simply cannot handle it yet. I can’t say to my 
son, ‘It’s O.K.’” 

Sonny Bono is right, he is not homophobic. From 
his statements, he does not hold an irrational fear of 
gay people for fear of a repressed attraction to mem¬ 
bers of his own sex, as homophobia is defined. Rep¬ 
resentative Bono is, instead, heterosexist. No, this is 
not a new buzzword of victimization meant 
to squelch discourse when raised in con- 
| versation. Heterosexism is the accurate 
naming of the great disparity in access to 
affirmation and privilege between het¬ 
erosexuals and everybody else. The late 
great Audre Lorde, who self-identified as 
a “Black, lesbian, feminist, poet, moth¬ 
er, warrior” - indeed one of the first to 
embrace and broach the reality of self- 
loving all that make us who we are - 
coined the term heterosexism as far back as 1978. 

Heterosexism: The belief in the inherent superior¬ 
ity of one [usually heterosexual] pattern of loving and 
thereby its right to dominance. 

Heterosexism acts in such a way that someone like 
Sonny Bono could “like” his congressional colleague, 
Barney Frank, an out gay member of the House of 
Representatives, and “love” his out lesbian daughter, 
Chastity Bono, but still vote to relegate their person- 
hood to second-class citizenship because he believes 
Barney’s gayness and Chastity’s lesbianism are inferi¬ 
or to his heterosexuality. He also has the power to 
translate this belief into policy. Human rights advo¬ 
cates have long known that prejudice plus power 
equals an “ism.” 

I can recall the many times I’ve casually dialogued 
with a heterosexual about love and relationships, only 
for the person to eventually blurt out in a starry-eyed 
manner, “Wow! Your relationships are just like ours!” 
Heterosexism accurately names this problem because 
it keeps the onus on heterosexual people, from whom 
the oppression descends. 

For example, in this culture, we speak of racism, 
not Blackphobia; and we speak of sexism, not wom- 
anphobia. Similarly, homophobia places the onus on 
the despised group [homo] and speaks only of an ir¬ 
rational fear [phobia], while heterosexism speaks to 
deliberate and calculated efforts to legally, education¬ 
ally, and socially suppress all forms of loving that are 
not heterosexual. 

Heterosexism shines a brilliant light on notions of 
who is equal and not; who is favored and not; who is 
privileged and not, and especially on who is hetero¬ 
sexual and not. Heterosexism waves a constant flag at 
this inequity and makes it nearly impossible to blame 
the brutal repression of lesbian and gay people on a 
mere “phobia.” 

It has been encouraging to recently witness the 
United States Supreme Court discuss gay people in 
the same breath with the legal concept of Equal Pro¬ 
tection. And despite the queer movement’s ineptness 
at consistently naming what ails us, it is also encour¬ 
aging that one theme of this year’s San Francisco 
pride festivities was “Equality And Justice for All.” The 
Human Rights Campaign Fund has also recently 
“come out” as pro-equality and incorporated a sym¬ 
bolic equal (=) sign into its literature, an idea first 
popularized by the National Urban League. 

Yes, symbols are very important. But it is language 
- consistent and poignant language - that creates and 
controls our reality, and it is language that we must 
master. 

Heterosexism. Allow it to remind us that our 
struggle has never been and is not now about “les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgender rights,” but about 
“lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgender equality.” 
Equality to what? To heterosexual identities and 
unions. Period. And this is what the Sonny Bonos re¬ 
ally dread and what queer people and progressive het¬ 
erosexuals must strive to achieve.

I would be 
willing to bet he doesn’t even have Kaiser as his med¬ 
ical coverage. I would also suspect most of the ACT 
UP members who criticize Kaiser have health insur¬ 
ance with other companies or none at all.

Contemptible 

[The following letter was sent to Senators Feinstein 
and Boxer, and to the White House:] 

In the past 12 months, I have been dealing with 
the most serious crisis of my entire life. I have spent 
this year trying to come to terms with the loss of my 
partner of 15 years, who died from an AIDS-related 
disease on June 1,1995, in a London hospital. On the 
day after Rob’s death, I experienced yet another ex¬ 
ample of the incredible insensitivity of a worldwide 
culture of assumed heterosexuality. I was told by a 
clerk in the London office, where I was sent for a 
death certificate, that my relationship was not valid. A 
London friend is listed on the death certificate as 
“present at death” because my 15 years of love and de¬ 
votion are considered irrelevant. I have known in the 
past years from living in the center of this epidemic, 
the horror stories of others. Are you unaware of the 
stories of “biological families” who have removed the 
gay spouses from hospitals to take them home, where 
they can forbid the long-term partner access to the 
dying spouse? Are you unfamiliar with the stories of 
families who have rejected their gay sons, not spoken 
to them for years or decades, but show up to claim 
the fortune when they have died? Are you unfamiliar 
with the stories of people separated because they hap¬ 
pen to fall in love with someone from a different 
country? Are you unfamiliar with the struggle we in 
the gay community have gone through to get some¬ 
thing as basic as the right to visit our dying spouses in 
intensive care? 

I can only feel contempt for those of you who dare 
to question the validity of our right to equality. I am 
ashamed to be an American when the President does¬ 
n’t have the intelligence or the integrity to know how 
wrong the Defense of Marriage Act is. You want us to 
vote for you, you want us to pay taxes, you take our 
talent and creativity and claim it as your own, yet you 
want us to take our place as something less than the 
“normal” heterosexual citizen. As someone who has 
watched more than 100 of my friends and acquain¬ 
tances die in the prime of life, I find it difficult to par¬ 
ticipate in this farce any longer. So when you count 
on gay people voting for the lesser of two evils, when 
you count on them voting for you because there is no 
other choice, count me out. If you cannot see that 
your silence on these issues is a direct attack on my 
right to exist, then I owe you nothing. If you are so 
blind that you cannot see the fabric of this once great 
country being ripped apart by hatred and divisive¬ 
ness, then you deserve to go down with the sinking 
ship. When you waver on the issue of defending my 
right to exist as an equal part of this culture and you 
hesitate for fear of ruining your chances for re-elec¬ 
tion, then your message to me is clear. You do not be¬ 
lieve that I am equal. You have only deceived me to 
get my vote.

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Vices and virtues: Let 
the speculation begin

T he national Republican 
Convention opens in less 
than two weeks in San 
Diego, and as of yet, the only “ex¬ 
citement” promised by the GOP 
confab seems to be Bob Dole’s 
choice as his vice-presidential 
running mate. Can you stand the 
suspense? 

Well, others are speculating, so 
why shouldn’t we? Colin Powell? 
Not a chance. Wild horses could¬ 
n’t drag the retired general into 
this one, particularly if he’s kept 
an eye on the polls. 

Michigan Governor John En- 
gler? Nope. He once candidly ad¬ 
mitted he stayed out of the Viet¬ 
nam War by remaining over¬ 
weight. Besides, most observers 
think that even with their gover¬ 
nor on the ticket, Michigan 
voters would still go for 
Clinton. 

Illinois Governor 
Jim Edgar? Unlikely. 

Even though he’s gover¬ 
nor of a state with a 
large number of elec¬ 
toral votes - and de¬ 
spite the fact 
he was over¬ 
whelmingly 
re-elected - 
few outside Illinois know his 
name. Governors Tommy 
Thompson of Wisconsin and 
George Voinovich of Ohio have 
both been mentioned, but neither 
are thought to be on Dole’s so- 
called “serious short list.” 

Some Republicans have begun 
pushing Texas’ new governor, 
George W. Bush, but that state 
has a Democratic lieutenant gov¬ 
ernor. In the event of a Dole vic¬ 
tory, Bush would be turning over 
the state government to the other 
party, and even Bush supporters 
don’t want that. 

The latest name of interest is 
Pennsylvania Governor Tom 
Ridge, who after letting his name 
float for a few days last week, 
promptly said this week that he is 
concerned about the national spot¬ 
light being on his family.

Those close to the former Sen¬ 
ate majority leader say that no 
women or House members are 
under consideration, as he gets 
closer to announcing his choice.

Affirmative overreaction

W hen conservatives cam¬ 
paign against a ballot 
measure, they rarely 
trash it outright. Often they will 
make a token nod (genuine or 
not) to the principle behind the 
measure, then paint it as a faulty 
solution to the problem ad¬ 
dressed. Thus all those slogans 
along the lines of “It’s just not the 
answer,” “It simply costs too 
much,” “It just goes too far,” etc. 
This is very effective for giving 
moderate and undecided voters a 
way out of voting for a measure 
whose merits they’re not com¬ 
pletely convinced of, or which 
they fear may go somewhat over¬ 
board. 

Of course, liberals never do 
anything of the sort. The stan¬ 
dard liberal slogan runs along the 
lines of, “Resist this latest fascist 
power play by the evil ruling 
class!” Every issue is a titanic 
struggle between good and evil, 
every deviation from whatever 
the loudest and angriest group 
thinks is correct a murderous 
plot. If you think I’m exaggerat¬ 
ing, you haven’t been paying at¬ 
tention to the differences of 
opinion between ACT UP fac¬ 
tions, have you? I mean, liberals 
are almost as suspicious as I am. 

If you’ve ever been handed 
proof of the axiom that even 
paranoids have real enemies, you 
understand suspicion. I do, so 


I’ve found reason enough to vote 
against the California Civil 
Rights Initiative in the passage 
that would allow gender qualifi¬ 
cation for jobs where there is a 
“legitimate basis” for such. It’s 
been pointed out that this word¬ 
ing is different from “legitimate 
occupational basis” - by people 
suspicious that this measure 
would legalize gender discrimi¬ 
nation in hiring in some in¬ 
stances. While I suspect the 
courts would have a thing or two 
to say about that, it sure sets the 
wheels of my suspicious mind to 
turning. Moreover, I’m not con¬ 
vinced all the playing fields are 
quite level just yet. 

Liberal hyperbole 

You’ll note, however, I’ve not 
joined the fad of calling this mea¬ 


sure the “California Civil Wrongs 
Initiative.” To me, that’s typical 
liberal hyperbole that threatens 
to backfire in typical fashion. 
CCRI just begs for one of those 
“It’s just too extreme” slogans. 
For one thing, many voters have 
a sense that while it’s too soon to 
discontinue affirmative action, it 
needs adjustment to make it 
work better and more fairly for 
all - President Bubba says this, so 
it must be what the polls say. Vot¬ 
ers are being presented with the 
choice between two kinds of 
neutrality, one remedial and 
one immediate. Many could 
make their decision based 
on which side insults their 
intelligence less. 

So instead of crafting a 
broad appeal that ac¬ 
knowledges weigh¬ 
ing non-discrimina¬ 
tion against at¬ 
tenuating the 
effects of past 
discrimina¬ 
tion, the peo¬ 
ple most up in arms about CCRI 
are doing their damnedest to 
make a litmus test out of it in 
that titanic struggle between 
good and evil kind of way. Of 
course - why do the hard work of 
creating a campaign that can win 
when the emotional appeal of 
being on the right (and self- 
righteous) side of a holy crusade 
is so tempting? 

Whether by design or out of 
exuberant sloppy thinking, anti- 


CCRI activists are saying, in ef¬ 
fect, that affirmative action is the 
only way women and minorities 
can get jobs, get into college, etc., 
and that without affirmative ac¬ 
tion, women and minorities will 
be excluded. Cynthia Goldstein 
of the SF Human Rights Com¬ 
mission, in this year’s Pride Cele¬ 
bration program no less, says, 
“Affirmative action laws and 
policies are designed to include 
qualified people of color and 
women in the pool of applicants 
for jobs, government contracts, 
and school admission.” 

Equal opportunity 

Hey, I’m no city commission¬ 
er, but I know for a fact that qual¬ 
ified women and minorities not 
only have access to those pools, 
but have an equal opportunity to 


get those jobs and college admis¬ 
sions. Last time I looked, the fed¬ 
eral Civil Rights Act of 1964 and 
the state Fair Employment and 
Housing Act were both in effect 
and upheld by the courts. These 
are supposed to be sufficient to 
guarantee that qualified candi¬ 
dates will be judged on their 
merits, not discriminated 
against. (Their very existence 
shows how ludicrous it is to call 
anti-CCRI canvassing a Califor¬ 
nia “Freedom Summer.”) 

What Goldstein, et al. are 
saying, in effect, is that 
without affirmative ac¬ 
tion, women and mi¬ 
norities can’t cut it - if we 
need affirmative action to 
get a job, the implication is 
we wouldn’t qualify 
otherwise. With advo¬ 
cates like these, who 
needs bigots? 
Goldstein 
goes on to say 
that “if affir¬ 
mative action 
goes, the door to LGBT civil 
rights will slam shut in our 
faces.” There’s no logic to that 
statement, nor facts to support it. 
To the contrary, out in the big, 
bad, evil corporate world, work¬ 
place diversity, aggressive anti- 
discrimination efforts and equal 
benefits for same-gender part¬ 
ners are years and perhaps even 
decades ahead of the law. Why? 
Because businesspeople are wak¬ 
ing up to a number of facts. 

One such fact is that diversity 
gives a competitive edge. Diversi¬ 
ty enhances a company’s creativ¬ 
ity (through a broader range of 
viewpoints and experience). It 
makes a company and its prod¬ 
ucts or services more attractive to 
a diverse body of potential cus¬ 
tomers, including those who pre¬ 
fer to give their business to firms 
with high diversity. And do cor¬ 
porations seek out the best and 
brightest regardless of race, gen¬ 
der, or sexual orientation? Cor¬ 
porations do. CCRI would not 
outlaw the private outreach ef¬ 
forts these major corporations 
engage in to get the best talent 
and showcase their diversity. 

My competitive strategy as a 
less advantaged group would be 
to focus on better education so 
more of my people could be 
qualified. Better education, and a 
winning attitude. A friend who 
teaches pre-school says some of 
her children shout at her, “I don’t 
have to do what you say, ’cause 
you’re white!” Their parents may 
as well have named them Loser 
Jr. - those attitudes will be a 
handicap not even affirmative 
action can overcome. 

Unfortunately, liberal Chick¬ 
en Littleism may tag anti-CCRI 
efforts with a haunting slogan: 
“The campaign against CCRI: It 
just doesn’t cut it.” ▼

The Spahrs of Northern California on video: 

Truth-telling and family values 


by Robert A. Bernstein 


T he story of Jane and Jim 
Spahr, told in a compelling 
new video, casts a wry light 
on the national “family values” 
debate. 

Jim and Jane were married in 
1964, and they celebrated the 30th 
anniversary of the event in late 
1994 with a gala weekend fete at 
the Silver Penny Farm, a Northern 
California resort. The ambience 
was pure Norman Rockwell. Cel¬ 
ebrants spanned four generations, 
including Jane’s twin sister and 
their parents, Jane and Jim’s two 
sons, and the sons’ wives and chil¬ 
dren. All joined in hailing the con¬ 
stancy of Jane and Jim’s commit¬ 
ment to one another, and the 
richness of their contribution to 
the lives of others. 

That celebration forms the 
backdrop of the video, and it 


mantra and the quintessential 
Spahr family value. 

Absent truth-telling, they say, 
Jane’s lesbianism would have 
brought disaster to the entire family. 

“I probably would have died 
an alocholic or something,” Jim 
says. And both he and Jane mar¬ 
vel at how Jane’s coming out 
seemingly cured a facial skin in¬ 
fection that had resisted pro¬ 
longed medical and psychiatric 
treatment. As Jim recalls: 

“I don’t mean a little red mark 
here and there.... I watched her face 
rotting off her bones. Then Janie 
said, ‘Jim, I’m a lesbian,’ and out 
walked this healthy-skinned, men¬ 
tally alert human being. And I want 
a refund of all those doctor bills.” 

Their sons, only 9 and 7 at the 
time, also credit openness and 
honesty as their life lines during 
that crucial period. As Jimmy, the 
older son, remembers it, in the re¬ 
mark that spawned the video’s

opens with Jim reprising his wed¬ 
ding toast to Jane of 30 years be¬ 
fore. The toast, he says, “was real¬ 
ly corny, sexist, really terrible - 
but I really like it.” And indeed, 
even Rockwell himself might have 
blushed at the sugary prose: “She’s 
true/She’s sincere/A perfect dear 
almost divine./All the others are 
fair/But none can compare/To 
that dear old girl of mine.” 

But the Rockwellian blush pre¬ 
sumably would soon turn to be¬ 
wilderment. 

For as the video goes on to ex¬ 
plain, Jane and Jim were divorced 
in 1977. The video’s title - Your 
Mom's a Lesbian, Here's Your 
Lunch, Have a Good Day at School 
- suggests the reason. What the 
improbable title fails to convey, 
however, is the astonishingly can¬ 
did spirit that converted potential 
family tragedy into gentle drama. 

“Mom” happens also to be the 
first openly gay minister ever to be 
called as pastor of a Presbyterian 
church. After nearly two years of 
often-bitter litigation before 
church courts, however, the de¬ 
nomination’s highest judicial com¬ 
mission in 1993 denied Jane’s right 
to serve, and her case has become a 
kind of metaphor for the tensions 
cleaving mainstream churches 
over the role of gay clergy. 

Honesty stops the rot 

Through Jane’s ordeal, Jim re¬ 
mained one of her staunchest 
supporters, along with sons 
Jimmy and Chet, Jim’s second 
wife Jackie, and Jane’s mother, fa¬ 
ther, and twin Joan. All of which 
could of course be rather unset¬ 
tling to the “traditional family val¬ 
ues” crowd. 

But to the Spahrs - after the 
initial angst accompanying Jane’s 
coming out 13 years into the mar¬ 
riage - it shakes down to a few 
simple points. One is that they 
made a vow at their wedding to 
love one another forever, and they 
refuse to treat the pledge as mere 
formality. So when they divorced, 
as Jane puts it in the video, “you 
just keep loving one another into 
the next part of your life.” Anoth¬ 
er of their guiding tenets has al¬ 
ways been “truth-telling” - a term 
that has become a sort of family 


title: “It wasn’t like, ‘Your mom’s a 
lesbian, here’s your lunch, have a 
good day at school.’ It was, ‘Your 
mom’s a lesbian, your dad’s het¬ 
erosexual, and here’s what that 
means.’... So there was a lot of 
truth-telling, and we were pre¬ 
pared for whatever might happen. 
... If you’re honest with your kids 
and show them the world [as it 
is], they’re going to turn out a 
whole lot better than if you teach 
secrecy, teach them lying.” 

Chet agrees: “The scandal 
would be then to lie to us and to 
each other and be totally phony 
and totally unhappy in their rela¬ 
tionship and think that the kids 
would not see that.” And Jimmy 
sums up, “If you want a wealthy 
family, not in cash, but boy, we 
were wealthy in terms of spirit 
and love.” Jimmy is now a New 
York documentary film producer, 
and Chet is in law school. 

Aren’t I proud? 

A particularly touching mo¬ 
ment in the video is sister Joan’s 
description of her own personal 
moment of truth that occurred 
during Jane’s litigation with 
church authorities. Joan had told 
few people about her sister’s 
lebianism and so was unprepared 
when the story hit the nation’s 
front pages. 

“A sorority sister of mine, a 
lovely elegant woman, saw me at 
a funeral,” Joan recalls. “She said, 
‘I saw some information about 
your sister in the paper.’ And I 
thought oh, God ... it’s finally 
come ... now people will know. 
And then she looked at me and 
said, ‘Aren’t you proud?”’ 

At this point, Joan’s eyes mist 
as she relives the emotion of the 
moment. “Hah, man, aren’t I 
proud? I said, ‘Yeah, thanks.’ And I 
thought, oh, you idiot, you’ve 
been hiding this wonderful per¬ 
son, and people are saying, aren’t 
you proud? I said [to my hus¬ 
band], ‘Did you hear what she 
said. She said, aren’t you proud?’ 
... I started coming out. ... And 
people ... were really nice about 
it, saying,‘[Jane] really is wonder¬ 
ful.’” 

Jim and Jane laugh together as 
they recount the boys’ reactions to 


the news that their mother was a 
lesbian. Jimmy said, “Mommy, 
you love people and that’s what 
really matters.” Little brother Chet 
added, “Oh, Mommy, you love 
people, let’s go tell the church.” 
Jane chuckles. “Jim and I said, 
well, we don’t think the church is 
going to be as excited as we are.” 

True. But video viewers are 
sure to be excited by what Leonar¬ 
do Productions, Inc. and Produc¬ 
er/Director Ann Macksoud have 
fashioned into a poignant, mov¬ 
ing tale of genuine family values.

SF gay man moves 
from street activism 
to the D.A.’s office

gay activist who sued the 
San Francisco Police De¬ 
partment and the city and 
county of San Francisco six years 
ago, over the infamous October 6, 
1989 confrontation between po¬ 
lice and AIDS activists, was made 
an assistant district attorney last 
week. 

Brian Bringardner, 32, has 
been named as a misdemeanor 
trial attorney, according to DA 
spokesman John Shanley. The po¬ 
sition pays an estimated $50,000 a 
year. 

“I will continue to be an ac¬ 
tivist, but now I am an activist in 
the district attorney’s office going 
after lawbreakers,” Bringardner 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

“I’ll be going after drunk dri¬ 
vers and gay bashers and whoever 
else I’m assigned to go after.” 

Bringardner passed the gruel¬ 
ing California State Bar earlier 
this year. He received his bachelor 
of arts from Ohio’s Miami Uni¬ 
versity in 1986, and a law degree 
from Northwestern School of Law 
at Lewis and Clark College in 
Portland, Oregon, last year. 

Bringardner was the lead 
plaintiff in Bringardner v. Cairns , 
a celebrated 1990 lawsuit of more 
than 25 plaintiffs, including sev¬ 
eral people seriously ill with 
AIDS, who sued Police Captain 
Richard Cairns and more than a 
dozen other San Francisco officers 
for beating up and falsely arrest¬ 
ing several demonstrators during 
the 1989 melee.

During that incident, police 
also ordered Castro Street swept of 
pedestrians and business patrons, 
trapping hundreds of people in 
their homes and businesses. 

The lawsuit was Filed in June 
1990, but because of delays in the 
case, Bringardner and surviving 
plaintiffs didn’t settle with the city 
until late 1992. 

“I’m sure the city wouldn’t 
have settled the case if rights had 
not been violated,” Shanley said. 

Despite calls by lesbian Police 
Commissioner Gwenn Craig that 
he be fired from the force, Cairns 
was later suspended for 45 days by 
the Police Commission for mis¬ 
conduct in striking protesters 
Bryndis Tobin and JD Taylor - 
plus other acts - during the 1989 


incident. 

Cairns is currently the captain 
of Northern Station. Ironically, he 
was a member of the election 
transition team for District Attor¬ 
ney Terence Hallinan, who hired 
Bringardner. 

Reaching out to the 
community 

Bringardner joins several 
openly gay attorneys working in 
the district attorney’s office, in¬ 
cluding Charles Haines and Keith 
Vines. Haines recently became the 
team manager of the general liti¬ 
gation section and manages 
felony case prosecutions, includ¬ 
ing burglaries, sexual assault, and 
other crimes. 

Haines hailed Bringardner’s ap¬ 
pointment, and said it proved the 
sincerity of Hallinan’s campaign 
rhetoric last year to, appoint more 
minorities to the D.A.’s office. 

“I think it’s a very good sign 
that Terence is reaching out to the 
gay community and keeping the 
promises he made during the 
election, that he would make the 
office more diverse,” Haines said. 
“We are all looking forward to 
working with Brian.” 

Bringardner said his experi¬ 
ence as a plaintiff will help him in 
the cases he prosecutes, to under¬ 
stand the needs of other victims 
seeking redress through the crim¬ 
inal justice system. 

“I think this is an appointment 
that really serves that department 
very well,” said Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano. “I can only hope that 
his sensitivity to the issues can be 
of benefit to the city.” ▼ 



S.F. American Legion 
elects lesbian commander

M embers of the Alexander 
Hamilton Post #448, the 
predominantly gay and 
lesbian American Legion post in 
San Francisco, have elected Cather¬ 
ine Parker as its first woman and 
openly lesbian commander. She 
was installed July 18 by Post mem¬ 
ber Keith Meinhold and retiring 
Commander Cliff Anchor. 

“It’s interesting, being the first 
female and being the first com¬ 
mander. It’s exciting and scary,” 
Parker told the B.A.R. in an inter¬ 
view last week. “People are won¬ 
dering what you’re going to do.” 

The Alexander Hamilton Post 
is the only gay American Legion 
Post in the country, and has over 
350 members. There are 600 posts 
in California and 14,000 nation¬ 
wide, Parker noted. 

Parker is the first open lesbian 
to serve as commander, and may 
be the first woman to serve as 
commander of a post comprised 
of men and women. To date, no 
woman has served as national or 
state commander in the history of 
the American Legion. 

Parker, 44, a decorated, honor¬ 


ably discharged Navy veteran, was 
based at Moffett Field, California 
and served during the Grenada con¬ 
flict. She is presently a master’s de¬ 
gree candidate in healthcare admin¬ 
istration at Golden Gate University. 

She and her partner, Army vet¬ 
eran Lee Miller, are co-founders 
of The Restitution Project honor¬ 
ing American gay, lesbian, bisexu¬ 
al, and transgendered veterans 


and service members. 

One of the things Parker is 
planning to do is attend the na¬ 
tional Commanders Ball later this 
month in Salt Lake City, Utah. She 
is taking Miller with her, which 
might raise some eyebrows 
among other American Legion 
Post commanders. 

“I’ll be the first and only out-

Openly gay 
man running 
for Alameda 
City Council

A lameda resident Greg 
Alves’s announcement that 
he is running for a seat on 
the city council in November 
makes him the first openly gay 
candidate in the race. If elected, he 
would be the island city’s first 
openly gay city official. 

Alves has been employed in 
real estate development and man¬ 
agement since 1979, and current¬ 
ly works for Urban Pacific Prop¬ 
erties in San Francisco. He has 
been involved in the restoration of 
older boats in Alameda since 
1988, and has been an island resi¬ 
dent since 1992. He is an active 
member of the Barbary Coast 
Boating Club and the Alameda 
Democratic Club, and also be¬ 
longs to the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign and Amnesty International. 

He currently serves as treasur¬ 
er and is on the executive board of 
Out on the Island (OOTI), a gay 
rights group in Alameda that 
formed just over a year ago in re¬ 
sponse to the city council’s failure 
to issue a gay pride proclamation. 

This year, the council did en¬ 
dorse the proclamation issued by 
Mayor Ralph Appezzato. Alves 
was one of many residents who 
addressed the council in support 
of the proclamation. 

Alves has also been active in 
city government over the past 
year, sitting as council member 
Karin Lucas’s alternate commis¬ 
sioner on the Alameda Reuse and 
Redevelopment Authority. 

Alves said he wants to win, but 
acknowledged he’s an underdog 
in the crowded field. 

Two seats on the city council, 
currently held by Lil Arnerich and 
A1 DeWitt, are up for election in 
November. Arnerich cannot run 
again because of term limits, ac¬ 
cording to a spokeswoman at the 
City Clerk’s Office. The clerk told 
the B.A.R. that 11 people have 
taken out papers to run for the 
two seats so far. 

Alves said he’s running as a 
candidate representing all 
Alamedans, but added that his 
support for gay and lesbian 
human rights and issues of im¬ 
portance to the gay community is 
unequivocal. 

“I’m not going to back away 
from gay issues,” Alves told the 
B.A.R. “I’m a gay man who’s run¬ 
ning for city council.” 

Alves said there’s “not a ques¬ 
tion” of how he would vote if, for 
example, the issue of domestic 
partner registration came up if he 
was on the city council. 

It’s the economy 

Alves said his platform focuses 
on issues affecting all residents of 
the city. Providing home owner¬ 
ship opportunities for people who 
are currently renting is particular¬ 
ly important, he said, as are issues 
of youth employment and maxi¬ 
mizing the potential of base rede-

velopment of the 1,700-acre 
Alameda Naval Air Station. 

“The base is an uncut dia¬ 
mond for Alamedans,” Alves said. 
“It has great weather, a natural 
harbor, and miles of accessible 
shoreline that can be developed 
into a regional attraction that 
could include shops, waterfront 
parks, restaurants, and hotel/con¬ 
vention facilities, all with stun¬ 
ning views of San Francisco and 
the bay. 

“No other area in northern 
California has more potential.” 

He also foresees the city creat¬ 
ing job bulletin boards to pro¬ 
mote youth employment. 

“The redeveloped base could 
provide a wealth of employment 
opportunities for local citizens, 
including teenage youth,” Alves 
noted. “We, as city leaders, also 
need to encourage employment 
opportunities for younger kids, 
aged 12 to 16. There is work we all 
need done, such as washing cars 
and yard work, that many of us no 
longer have time to do ourselves. 
We need to implement city pro¬ 
grams to help residents connect 
with their neighborhood youth to 
form partnerships. This would be 
a win-win situation.” 

Alves said he’s looking for sup¬ 
port from outside of Alameda, as 
well as from groups within the 
city. He also said he has received a 
lot of support and encourage¬ 
ment from individual members of 
OOTI. He is now in the process of 
forming a campaign advisory 
committee, and said he welcomes 
participation from the gay com¬ 
munity. ▼

‘Torch of Liberty’ 
destroyed, and creator 
struggles to pay the bill

How many city workers 
^ and pieces of heavy equip- 
^ meat does it take to re¬ 
move a temporary structure built 
by a fairy, a queen, two queers, and 
a straight brother? 

A: Ten men, two large fork lifts, 
and two dump trucks for three 
hours. 

This riddle sums up the 
demise of a colorful centerpiece of 
the Pride Festival held June 30 in 
downtown San Francisco: the 
rainbow-colored “Torch of Liber¬ 
ty” that stood 29 feet high at the 
intersection of Market Street and 
The Embarcadero. 

The creative product of James 
Reid, an artist, general contractor, 
and float/march co-chair for the 
Freedom Day Parade Committee, 
the torch inspired and awed thou¬ 
sands of attendees at the festival in 
its prominent location. But its 
size, weight, and high price tag led 
to the torch’s destruction the day 
after the festival - and a massive 
debt for Reid. 

The idea for the torch came 
from a desire to make the Free¬ 


dom Day Parade a more “visual” 
event, Reid told the B.A.R. After 
logistical details ruled out a large 
Ferris wheel or an inflatable Stat¬ 
ue of Liberty wrapped in a rain¬ 
bow flag, Reid decided he could 
put his years of work as a general 
contractor to use to build a full- 
scale replica of the Statue of Lib¬ 
erty’s arm, hand, and torch. 

“The Parade Committee sup¬ 
ported me in building it, as long 
as I got the expenses paid for it,” 
he said. 

An initial donation of $500 
from the PG&E Gay & Lesbian 
Employee Association was 
enough to get him going, and ad¬ 
ditional financial support from 
Beronio Lumber Co., Blockbuster 
Video, and other sponsors helped 
Reid progress on the torch. 

Reid raised about $3,000, but 
the torch ended up costing nearly 
$7,000. In addition to the intricate 
detail reproduced in the torch, a 
myriad of construction details re¬ 
quired great strength and sturdi¬ 
ness. 

Weighing in at more than 
2,000 pounds, the torch was con¬ 
structed of lumber, plywood, 
steel, Styrofoam, cloth and paint. 


“My greatest fear was that it 
could blow over and kill some¬ 
one,” Reid said. “The Port [Au¬ 
thority] wouldn’t let it have guy- 
wires, for fear that people would 
trip over the wires.” 

The statue was lightest at the 
top, since the rainbow-colored 
flame was made mostly of Styro¬ 
foam, but Reid saw to it that the 
torch could withstand a 90-mile- 
per-hour wind. Supported at its 
base with heavy wooden beams 
and plywood, and covered with a 
real sod lawn, the torch was also 
weighted down with an addition¬ 
al 2,200 pounds of water in 40 
five-gallon buckets. 

Is liberty for sale? 

The density of the crowd on 
Sunday prevented Reid’s idea that 
he could defray costs by charging 
$5 to take photos of festival-goers 
in front of the torch. 

And in the last-minute rush to 
complete the torch, Reid didn’t 
consider what would happen to it 
when the festival was over. 

“I never had a plan for dispos¬ 
ing of the torch,” Reid said. “I fig¬ 
ured at worse that we would take

charge at a July 25 meeting of the 
group at Fox Plaza. 

Shelley responded by saying it 
was a bad situation for all parties 
- and that he thought the parade 
was “very disorganized” and cum¬ 
bersome. 

“It was a hot and frustrating 
day for everybody. My colleagues 
and I were very frustrated. Many 
people acted out of frustration,” 
he said, adding that politicians 
were not the only ones given short 
shrift. 

The incident is the latest reper¬ 
cussion from efforts by Brown 
staffer Dean Goodwin to accom¬ 
modate Representative Nancy 
Pelosi and City Attorney Louise 
Renne, and have them near Mayor 
Brown’s contingent. 

Local political observers said 
that in an effort to assist the two 
political figures, Goodwin unwit¬ 
tingly started a stampede among 
other politicians anxious to be 
close to the mayor.

BART denies closing restroom 
to gays on pride day

M gay San Francisco resident 
MM. has complained of discrim¬ 
ination by BART personnel 
for keeping the men’s bathroom 
closed at the Embarcadero station 
during part of the day at the June 
30 pride parade. BART denied 
there was any discrimination in¬ 
volved, and said the bathroom 
was closed because it was out of 
order. 

“No. There was no discrimina¬ 
tion,” Mike Healy, director of 
public affairs, told the B.A.R. on 
July 30. 

Jay Krug, a gay city resident, 
made the claim in a July 14 letter 
to the B.A.R. Krug said he rode 
BART to the pride day festivities 
and arrived at about noon. Only 


the women’s restroom was being 
used at the downtown station, 
even though both the men’s and 
women’s rooms had “hot pink 
‘out of order’ temporary stickers 
on the doors,” Krug stated. 

Krug said he inquired at the 
BART window and was fold by 
the station attendant that her su¬ 
pervisor told her to lock both re¬ 
strooms to make them unavail¬ 
able. 

“The bathroom was closed be¬ 
cause it was out of order,” Healy 
said. “It was a mess in there.” 

Healy said he checked BART 
records and there was a com¬ 
plaint card filed by Krug report¬ 
ing one restroom was not work¬ 
ing. There was nothing in Krug’s 
complaint card that said anything 
about alleged discrimination, 
Healy said. ▼

C oming out is the quintes¬ 
sential gay story, and per¬ 
haps none has had a longer 
run in the press than that of Re¬ 
publican Congressman Steve 
Gunderson of Wisconsin. After 
suffering through tabloid es¬ 
capades of outings from the left, 
and homophobic rantings from 
the right, Gunderson and his life 
partner of 13 years, architect Rob 
Morris, take their turn in their 
book House and Home. 

Most coming-out tales focus 
on the sexual and psychological 
self-discovery of a young man, 
but that is not the story Gunder¬ 
son and Morris offer. Theirs is 
more an account of how they 
built their relationship and an ex¬ 
tended family, and of how Gun¬ 
derson accepted responsibility as 
a member of the gay community 
in the halls of Congress. 

Gunderson and Morris are 
planning to visit San Francisco to 
sign copies of House and Home at 
A Different Light Sunday, August 
11. Last month they took some 
time to speak about the book, 
their past, their future, and the 
present.

It was one week after the viru¬ 
lent House of Representatives de¬ 
bate and vote on the Defense of 
Marriage Act (DoMA), which a 
still-shaken Gunderson said was the 
first time he has felt “alienated from 
the institution” of Congress. In 
floor debate he had asked his House 
colleagues, “Why should members 
of Congress be allowed to extend 
their health insurance and survivors 
benefits to their second and third 
wives - when I can’t extend it to my 
partner of 13 years?” 

The gasps were audible, as it 
seemed to click in the minds of 
Congressmembers, but that did 
not translate to votes.

A 
warm, soothing voice has helped 
him build a reputation in Con¬ 
gress as a conciliator who can 
bring people together to make 
deals happen. 


write, forced him to acknowledge 
how unfair it was to Rob. “It would 
take a few more years for me to re¬ 
alize that I couldn’t ... separate 
myself as an individual, with per¬ 
sonal needs and desires, from the 
professional public servant.” 

Other factors also led to Gun¬ 
derson’s coming out, not the least 
of which was the epidemic affect¬ 
ing the gay community. 

“Our lives changed when we 
realized people were getting sick,” 
Morris said. “First we realized we 
had been remarkably lucky and 
naive. Second we realized that the 
fun times were over and the seri¬ 
ous times were ahead.” His anti¬ 
political attitude receded, and he 
began to urge Gunderson to take 
a more active role on AIDS and 
gay issues in Congress. 

Pressure also came from ac¬ 
tivist Michael Petrelis, now living 
in San Francisco, in a series of 
“outing” activities. The book re¬ 
counts those in detail, but in a cu¬ 
rious twist it substitutes pseudo¬ 
nyms for the names of the ac¬ 
tivists. “I think what he did was 
relevant, but I don’t think that 
who he was is relevant,” Gunder¬ 
son said in defending this change. 
“It is clear that Petrelis saw us as 
the vehicle for his own publicity. 

... His tactics were egomaniacal 
and driven by a star mentality 
that is counterproductive.” 

Gunderson is more forgiving 
of the homophobic rantings of 
Bob Dornan (R-California) on 
the floor of the House because, he 
said, “Fortunately or unfortunate¬ 
ly, Dornan is not into this fight for 
publicity.” 

Morris has mixed feelings 
about their book.

Morris, 36, is the exuberant 
one, diving right into conversation 
with the charming Georgia drawl 
he never lost as his dark brown 
eyes flash. When it is pointed out 
that he seems the natural politi¬ 
cian of the two, Steve breaks into 
a full-faced impish grin and silent¬ 
ly but vigorously nods his head, 
while Rob protests in vain. 

Their early years together were 
stormy ones, marked by brief sep¬ 
arations. Gunderson’s strong 
Lutheran upbringing and stoic 
bearing made it difficult for him to 
accept being gay or to talk about it. 
Rob needed more communication 
and reinforcement to make him 
feel secure in the relationship. 
Their love and trust were strong 
and, despite the blow-ups, they 
slowly worked out those issues. 

One of the more poignant 
episodes occurred in 1991, when 
an AP reporter asked the con¬ 
gressman if he was gay. “I’m mar¬ 
ried to my job,” he replied, deny¬ 
ing his then-eight-year relation¬ 
ship with Rob. 

That act of betrayal, he would 


pleased that some of the “family” 
material was cut and more of the

material was added at the insis¬ 
tence of the publisher.

range County Republican 
v Bob Dornan has gotten his 
knuckles rapped for not 
playing nice in Congress, and he is 
screaming like a stuck pig. House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich (R-Geor- 
gia) decided not to appoint Dor¬ 
nan to the House-Senate confer¬ 
ence committee on the 1997 de¬ 
fense appropriations bill. As a sub¬ 
committee chair Dornan’s ap¬ 


pointment would ordinarily be 
routine. 

But many in the GOP have had 
more than enough of their most 
flamboyant loose cannon. Osten¬ 
sibly the dispute is over Dornan’s 
public support of an archconserv¬ 
ative challenger to freshman mod¬ 
erate Sue Kelly in the September 
10 New York primary. But gay is¬ 
sues also seemed to play a large 
part in the disciplinary action. 

Dornan has criticized House 
leaders for issuing spousal cards 


to partners of the three openly gay 
members of Congress. And he has 
had several nasty verbal con¬ 
frontations with Steve Gunderson 
(R-Wisconsin) during floor de¬ 
bate in the House. 

Only days after Congress re¬ 
versed itself and lifted the short¬ 
lived attempt to eject HIV positive 
service members from the mili¬ 
tary, Dornan reintroduced similar 
language and pushed it through 
his subcommittee in the new ap¬ 
propriations bill. 


The Senate version of the bill 
contains an amendment by John 
McCain (R-Arizona) mandating 
that HIV be treated the same as 
any other medical concern. The 
Senate language was thought like¬ 
ly to prevail in conference, but ex¬ 
cluding Dornan from the process 
virtually guarantees that resolu¬ 
tion will be quick and easy. 

Dornan cried to the Washing¬ 
ton Times that Gingrich “had 
overstepped the bounds of decen¬ 
cy and fairness.” ▼

G ay porn star “Ty Fox” won’t 
be appearing in the school 
system of Loudoun Coun¬ 
ty, Virginia any time soon. The 
muscular blond hunk starred in at 
least six hard core gay videos and 
sprawled across innumerable 
glossy picture magazines. But be¬ 
yond the screen name he led a 
double life as Jeffrey Dion Bruton, 
a junior high health and physical 
education teacher. 

Melanie, his wife of two years, 
began to suspect something was fishy. 
So when a friend claimed she had 
seen Bruton’s picture in a gay porn 
magazine, the cagey wife checked it 
out. She arduously uncovered much 
of his entire body of work and cited it 
in her petition for divorce. 

All of Loudon County was 
soon atwitter. Some kids and par¬ 


ents supported the popular coach 
with the perfect pecs. School offi¬ 
cials vowed to protect public 
morals and fire the pervert - after 
due process, of course. 

Fox/Bruton wasn’t saying any- 
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Oral debate gets people talking

ifteen years into the AIDS 
epidemic, the safety of oral 
sex still weighs heavily on 
the minds of many gay men. Pan¬ 
elists at a STOP AIDS Project 
forum this past Friday attempted 
to shed some light on the issue, 
but raised as many questions as 
answers. 

Beginning in the mid-1990s, 
U.S. prevention groups began to 
promote the message that oral sex 
was safer sex. Many believed that 
if men were told that all their fa¬ 
vorite activities were unsafe, they 
might give up on safer sex alto¬ 
gether. Last month’s report of a 
study in which monkeys were in¬ 
fected by SIV placed in their 
mouths fueled the controversy. 
The mainstream press indicated 
that oral sex should now be re¬ 
garded as a high risk activity, 
while the gay press and local 
AIDS organizations stood by 
their assertion that oral sex was 


safer sex. 

Friday’s forum featured 
Wayne Blankenship of the SF 
AIDS Foundation and Hector 
Carillo of the STOP AIDS Pro¬ 
ject, as well as Paul O’Malley of 
the SF Department of Public 
Health (DPH). What distin¬ 
guished this forum, though, was 
the presence of two HIV-positive 
men who believe they were in¬ 
fected through oral sex. 

O’Malley described the results 
of a DPH study of 37 men from 
the San Francisco City Clinic co¬ 
hort. Unsurprisingly, 30 men (80 
percent) gave receptive anal sex as 
their risk factor. However, five 
men are believed to have been in¬ 
fected by receptive oral sex. Sev¬ 
eral factors may increase the risk 
of oral transmission, including 
ingestion of semen (three of the 
five swallowed), an injury to the 
mouth or penis (one man got an¬ 
other’s foreskin caught in his 
teeth), oral health, immune sys¬ 
tem status, stage of HIV disease 
(viral load levels may be particu- 
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larly high immediately following 
infection), HIV strain, individual 
genetic factors, other sexually 
transmitted diseases (one of the 
five had gonorrhea of the throat), 
and drug use (four of the five 
used poppers). 

Blankenship presented the re¬ 
sults of a recent Chicago study in 
which ten of 1,000 men self-re¬ 
ported oral sex as their risk fac¬ 
tor, putting oral sex at about one 
percent the risk of receptive anal 
sex. Extrapolating from these re¬ 
sults, 50-100 men may become 
infected through oral sex per year 
nationwide, as compared to 
10,000 infections due to receptive 
anal sex. Blankenship noted that 
the gay press has had a habit of 
changing their message roughly 
every six months, from one that 
says oral sex is high risk to one 
that says oral sex is hardly risky 
at all. This “now it’s safe...now it 
isn’t” phenomenon reflects frus¬ 
tration that science hasn’t been 
able to give clear answers. Al¬ 
though Blankenship said he 
“stays awake at night” thinking 
about what prevention messages 
to give, he concluded that oral 
sex is “unequivocally low risk” - 
how you choose to do it is the 
real issue. 

Oral sex can be made safer by 
using condoms, not swallowing 
semen, not getting pre-cum in 
the mouth, and avoiding brush¬ 
ing or flossing immediately be¬ 
fore or after oral sex. O’Malley 
noted that because the delicate 
tissues of the throat (including 
the tonsils) are vulnerable to in¬ 
fection, spitting is probably 


preferable to swallowing. 

Carillo stated that it’s hard to 
know whether the few reported 
cases of oral transmission repre¬ 
sent the full picture, due to the 
risk hierarchy used by the CDC 
and other health authorities (a 
man would be classified as an 
anal sex transmission case if he 
had engaged in one act of pro¬ 
tected receptive anal intercourse 
and hundreds of acts of unpro¬ 
tected oral sex). He noted that 
most people are uncomfortable 
with uncertainty - while we may 
be willing to take a definable risk 
for a variety of reasons, we are 
disturbed by risks we cannot 
quantify. 

Carillo acknowledged that it’s 
hard to consciously accept risk, 
especially in a climate that engen¬ 
ders guilt and shame when a risk 
is taken for the sake of “gratuitous 
pleasure”; it’s psychologically eas¬ 
ier to accept a negative outcome 
if we know we did everything rea¬ 
sonably possible to prevent it. 

Anger, confusion, and 
resentment 

Henry is a young Asian-Amer- 
ican man who has known about 
AIDS from the time he came out. 
He decided to forgo anal sex, in 
part due to a dislike of the activi¬ 
ty but also to reduce his HIV risk. 
He has engaged primarily in in- 
sertive oral sex, and when he has 
had receptive oral sex he has not 
swallowed semen. Henry’s posi¬ 
tive HIV test result came as a sur¬ 
prise, since he thought he was at 
low risk. He described his anger 
and confusion about testing pos¬ 


itive, as well as his resentment of 
providers who doubt that he be¬ 
came infected through oral sex. 
He believed the “oral sex is safer” 
message, and now must live with 
HIV for the rest of his life. 

Brad, one of the five men in 
the cohort O’Malley described, 
has not had receptive anal sex in 
21 years. Brad believes he was in¬ 
fected in January after three 
episodes of receptive oral sex in 
which he swallowed his partner’s 
semen. Unlike most men, because 
Brad was involved in a study and 
tested regularly, he was able to 
pinpoint the likely time of his in¬ 
fection. Yet he has found it diffi¬ 
cult to get anyone to count him as 
an oral sex statistic. Brad noted 
that while the risk of oral sex for 
gay men on the whole may be 
low, “the risk is 100 percent for 
me.” He had made a conscious 
decision about risk based on the 
information available, and says he 
would have done things differ¬ 
ently if he had had more accurate 
data. Brad believes that substan¬ 
tially more men than the few re¬ 
ported cases have been infected 
via oral sex; he has met six men 
recently who believe they were in¬ 
fected through oral sex, so why 
has the CDC found just 17 cases 
nationwide? Brad is angry at pre¬ 
vention providers who assume 
that if gay men hear bad news 
about the risk of oral sex, they’ll 
immediately go have unprotected 
anal sex. He feels that such mes¬ 
sages imply that “his health was 
worth sacrificing for the greater 
good.”

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Study starts this month , 
but not here 

Research finally 
begins on 
anti-HIV lube

H $280,000 federally-funded 
study is expected to begin 
* 1 later this month in Seattle, 
to determine if a chemical wide¬ 
ly used in sexual lubricants 
makes anal sex safer for gays. 

According to Dr. Connie 
Celum, lead investigator in the 
research, the Phase I study is de¬ 
signed to find out if the rectal ap¬ 
plication of the chemical 
nonoxynol-9 is safe, or whether 
it causes any tissue irritation that 
might increase the risk of HIV 
transmission and other sexually 
transmitted diseases (STD). 

The researchers hope to re¬ 
cruit 25 HIV-negative and 
monogamous couples, and ten 
HIV-positive and monogamous 
couples. 

Nonoxynol-9 (N9) is a deter¬ 
gent that is used as a spermacide, 
and has been shown to be effec¬ 
tive in preventing HIV transmis¬ 
sion in test tube studies. It is not 
known if it works in people. 

Dr. Susan Buchbinder, chief of 
the research branch at the San 
Francisco AIDS Office, and Eric 
Vittinghoff, a statistician with the 
San Francisco AIDS Office, were 
involved in helping develop the 
Seattle study. 

Buchbinder told the B.A.R. 
that the research is important, 
and emphasized this study is pri¬ 
marily to see if N9 is safe when 
used rectally. 

“We don’t know how effective 
it is in people. N9 has been mar¬ 
keted for a number of years and 
is used as a spermicide in gels. It’s 
also been added to a number of 
lubricants,” Buchbinder said. “We 
don’t know how safe the product 
is when used rectally or vaginally. 

“There’s conflicting informa¬ 
tion that N9 protects against HIV 
infection,” she added. 

Buchbinder cited a study in 
Kenya in the 1980s that tested 
high-dose N9 in women, and 
found it caused vaginal ulcera¬ 
tions that might increase the risk 
for HIV transmission. However, 
she said it’s possible that the con¬ 
centration of N9 was too high or 
the ulcerations may have result¬ 
ed because the N9 saturated 
sponge was placed right up 
against vaginal tissue. 

Study it here! 

Some leaders of several con¬ 
servative groups have expressed 
criticism of the study, but AIDS 
activists say the research is im¬ 
portant, since anal sex remains 
the primary method of HIV in¬ 
fection. 

Local AIDS activist Michael 
Petrelis said it’s a “good develop¬ 
ment that this study is under¬ 
way,” but added that since San 
Francisco researchers had a hand 
in its design it should be expand¬ 
ed to the Bay Area - and New 
York, and Washington D.C. - as 
well. 

Buchbinder said she is hope¬ 
ful of future HIV prevention 
studies being conducted in San 
Francisco. 


“We hope to do studies, hope¬ 
fully here. It’s critical we look at 
any kind of effective prevention 
strategies,” Buchbinder said. 

According to Buchbinder, 
participants in the eight-week 
Seattle study will also use latex 
protection during the program. 

“Both groups will be monog¬ 
amous and using condoms,” she 
said. “The study’s looking at what 
N9 does to rectal tissue.” 

“I think it’s a very important 
scientific advance, but it’s also a 
very initial trial,” Vittinghoff told 
the B.A.R. ▼

During the discussion that fol¬ 
lowed, heated words were ex¬ 
changed about whether AIDS or¬ 
ganizations and the press are 
withholding information that 
men need to make informed de¬ 
cisions. The audience made it 
clear that they preferred complete 
information to a patronizing pol¬ 
icy, even if it meant that some 
men would make the “wrong” de¬ 
cision. 

No hard numbers 

Moderator Matthew Denckler, 
O’Malley, and Carillo said it was 
very difficult to obtain the hard 
numbers that everyone seems to 
demand. Studies of oral sex are 
not a research priority, and are 
difficult to conduct because few 
men practice only one sexual ac¬ 
tivity. Only AIDS cases - not HIV 
seroconversions - are reportable. 
An audience member suggested 
that if the CDC and other health 
officials wouldn’t undertake these 
studies, community organiza¬ 
tions should do the research on 
an informal basis. 

Speaking from the audience, 
John Talley of Berkeley accused 


community organizations of de¬ 
liberately withholding informa¬ 
tion to promote an “oral sex is 
safer” message, a strategy Tally 
claims was devised at a preven¬ 
tion summit in Dallas in 1994. 
Tally pointed to the results of 
other studies - including a recent 
Berkeley study in which 17 per¬ 
cent of seroconverters reported 
only oral sex as a risk factor - 
which show oral sex to be one- 
sixth to one-tenth as risky as re¬ 
ceptive anal sex, in contrast to the 
one percent figure given by 
Blankenship. 

Carillo emphasized that peo¬ 
ple need to ask themselves what 
they want from sex, and whether 
they can get that in other ways. 
He believes that behavior choices 
probably wouldn’t change much 
if the risk of oral sex could be de¬ 
finitively proven to be, say, five 
percent instead of one percent. 
People will still make individual 
decisions about what oral sex is 
worth to them - if men want no 
risk, they have to give up sex en¬ 
tirely. 

Several audience members 
contributed practical advice. One 
suggested that given the nearly 
universal distaste for using con¬ 
doms during oral sex, prevention 
campaigns should focus on a “no 


ejaculation in the mouth” mes¬ 
sage. Others suggested that pre¬ 
vention organizations might pro¬ 
vide specific instructions about 
how to use condoms for oral sex, 
or promote the use of other oral 
sex barrier devices, several of 
which have been patented. An¬ 
other suggested the promotion of 
masturbation as a safe alterna¬ 
tive. Still another pointed out the 
need for support groups for men 
who were infected with HIV via 
oral sex, to counter the frequent 
disbelief and denial these men 
face. 

O’Malley concluded by asking 
audience members to raise their 
hand if they know someone who 
believes they were infected 
through oral sex. Roughly 10 per¬ 
cent responded affirmatively. 
While this is far from a definitive 
sample - those with personal ex¬ 
perience or knowledge of oral 
transmission are more likely to 
attend such a forum - it is clear 
that the oral sex debate is far from 
over. ▼

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Local AIDS activists 
help with FDA approval 
of growth hormone

U S Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration (FDA) officials last 
week verbally committed to 
accelerated approval for Recombi¬ 
nant Human Growth Hormone 
(Serostim™) for AIDS-associated 
wasting syndrome, as members of 
ACT UP/Golden Gate met with 
the FDA and the drug’s manufac¬ 
turer, Serono Laboratories, July 24 
and 25 to demand approval. 

According to ACT UP/Golden 
Gate members Bill Thorne and 
Matt Sharp, Serono committed at 
the meeting’s conclusion to sub¬ 
mitting finalized documents to the 
FDA this week. 

“It’s a really exciting develop¬ 
ment,” Thorne told the B.A.R. 
“Our involvement has really 
spurred the development on.” 

ACT UP/Golden Gate has been 
monitoring the development of 
growth hormone for the last five 
years. AIDS-related wasting syn¬ 
drome kills two to three people 
each day in San Francisco, mem¬ 
bers noted. 

Thorne, who said he’s studied 
wasting syndrome for the last five 
years, said he became discouraged 
after looking into available thera¬ 
pies, which he said did not address 
the metabolic disorder associated 
with the syndrome. 

“I found an abstract that 
Serono had published,” Thorne 
said, adding he then began making 
contacts at the company. One 
thing led to another, and after 
awhile, Serono amended its inclu¬ 
sion/exclusion criteria. 

Members of ACT UP/Golden 


Gate with severe wasting syn¬ 
drome were able to obtain the drug 
by participating in clinical trials or 
through the company’s Treatment 
Investigational New Drug (IND) 
program. These members have 
gained 20 pounds or more while 
taking the drug. The weight gain 
has translated into an increase in 
lean body mass, better appetite, 
and increased energy. 

Last week, Thorne and fellow 
ACT UP/Golden Gate member Jeff 
Getty worked with Tim Horne of 
the Treatment Activist Group 
(TAG), to extract the necessary 
commitments from Serono and 
the FDA to approve the drug. Even 
more unusual, the AIDS activists 
sat in on the negotiations between 
Serono and the FDA. 

The new growth hormone, 
Serostim, is made from hamster 
cells, Thorne said, as opposed to 
the growth hormone manufac¬ 
tured by South San Francisco- 
based Genentech that uses e-coli 
bacteria. Getty said the difference 
allowed Serono to get around 
Genentech’s patent on its product. 

“Genentech is going to have to 
deal with the fact they don’t have a 
monopoly anymore,” Getty told 
the B.A.R. “They make another 
growth hormone that costs 
$75,000 a year, and they refuse to 
sell it to people with AIDS.” 

Serostim’s approval comes after 
several victories won through ACT 
UP/Golden Gate’s work on growth 
hormone, including the securing of 
a wholesale price cap in writing. The 
cap was set at $36,000 annually a few 
weeks ago, despite the company’s 
original price of $75,000 or more. 

Although the cap is viewed as 


an important milestone, Serostim’s 
cost will still be a problem for cash- 
strapped public assistance pro¬ 
grams, as addressed by President 
Clinton when he was in San Fran¬ 
cisco last week. 

Getty said that in his opinion, 
the price reduction is also a major 
development, in that it will “in¬ 
crease options for people.” 

“I realized that $36,000 a year to 
solve the wasting problem is not 
that big of a deal,” he said, pointing 
out that it costs over $100,000 a year 
to treat hemophiliacs over 30 years 
of age and between $50,000 and 
$80,000 to treat late-stage diabetics. 

Getty added that it “costs a 
huge amount” to keep people in 
the late stage of AIDS alive. 

The approval of Serostim for 
treatment of wasting syndrome is 
the first time growth hormone is 
being used except to treat 
dwarfism. He also said it’s the first 
anabolic agent to come through 
the FDA for wasting syndrome. 

“The importance of the avail¬ 
ability of this therapy cannot be 
underestimated,” said David 
Mahon of ACT UP/Golden Gate. 
“It’s the first approved therapy that 
is not an appetite stimulant, but 
actually directly affects the meta¬ 
bolic dysfunction of AIDS-related 
wasting syndrome.” 

“They’ve finally seen the light 
of reason. People with AIDS-relat- 
ed wasting now will have access to 
a desperately needed therapy,” 
Getty added. 

Thorne said he and Getty are 
now working with Serono to de¬ 
velop confirmatory trials as part 
of the drug’s accelerated approval 
process. ▼ 
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Gay union members blast Catholic hospitals 

'Manipulative bunk / says management

M embers of the Service 
Employees International 
Union Local 250 and 
Pride at Work, the national orga¬ 
nization of lesbian and gay union 
members, staged an information¬ 
al picket July 25 at Saint Francis 
Memorial Hospital in San Fran¬ 
cisco to draw attention to several 
issues, including their complaint 
that gay workers at St. Mary’s 
Medical Center were denied the 
opportunity to unveil a display 
during gay pride week in June. 

However, a St. Mary’s Medical 
Center vice president told the 
B.A.R. that the allegations made 
by the union are an attempt to 
manipulate people’s fears and 
concerns. 

“It’s complete manipulative 
bunk,” said Wade Rose, vice pres¬ 
ident of external affairs for St. 
Mary’s Medical Center. “They’re 
going to the community and ma¬ 
nipulating for their own narrow 
interests.” 

Both Saint Francis Memorial 
Hospital and St. Mary’s Medical 
Center are operated by Catholic 
Healthcare West, which also op¬ 
erates Seton Medical Center in 
Daly City. 

In addition to the rally and in¬ 
formational picket last week, 
union members handed out flyers 
at the Sunday, July 28 “Until 
There’s A Cure” San Francisco Gi¬ 
ants AIDS benefit baseball game, 


and flew a small airplane over 
3Com Park with a banner that 
read “St. Mary’s-St. Francis: Prof¬ 
it Before People.” Local 250 and 
Pride at Work have also taken out 
newspaper advertisements. 

“Wearing a red ribbon on Sun¬ 
day and acting like a bigot on 
Monday are the acts of a hyp¬ 
ocrite,” stated the flyer at the Gi¬ 
ants game. Catholic Healthcare 
West, the flyer read, believes 
“wearing a red ribbon will cover 
up their contempt for lesbian/gay 
pride and their disrespect of their 
workers.” 

Free care for PWAs 

“It’s totally unreal,” Rose said 
of the allegations. “We have the 
nation’s only HIV dementia unit, 
and our research program at Saint 
Francis provides free services and 
free drug trials. We provide care 
for any person with AIDS, and if 
it’s free care, that’s fine.” 


According to hospital officials, 
Saint Francis’s HIV care program 
is one of 12 in the nation recog¬ 
nized and supported by AmFAR. 

In what he called an irony, 
Rose said that union members 
held the recent informational 
picket beneath the windows of St. 
Mary’s Medical Center’s HIV de¬ 
mentia unit. Rose said the pickets 
had drums and megaphones, and 
were loud. 

“They were right under the 
window of the AIDS dementia 
unit,” Rose said. “We asked them 
to stop and they refused to do it. 
We had to move some of the pa¬ 
tients.” 

Sal Rosselli, president of Local 
250, told the B.A.R. that if the 
picketers had been asked to move 
they would have “absolutely 
stopped.” He said the problems in 
the AIDS dementia unit have to 
do with staffing shortages. 

“Our number one concern is 


the patients,” Rosselli said. 

According to Rose, the union 
and management have been in¬ 
volved in contract negotiations 
since March. He said the union is 
going to the public with false alle¬ 
gations instead of meeting at the 
negotiating table. 

Local 250 officials pointed out 
that the 370 union members at St. 
Mary’s Medical Center and Saint 
Francis Memorial Hospital have 
been working without a contract 


since May 7. 

Rosselli said that union mem¬ 
bers’ strike votes July 30 and 31 at 
both city hospitals may result in a 
strike as soon as August 13. 

“I’m sure federal mediation 
will schedule bargaining before 
August 13,” he added. 

Local 250 is the second largest 
organization of healthcare work¬ 
ers in the nation with over 40,000 
members.

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Politics over prevention at CDC DASH 

... While young people die

I t was the best of times, it was 
the worst of times.” While by 
no means an original line, this 
is unfortunately an apt descrip¬ 
tion of federal HIV prevention ef¬ 
forts for young people. Important 
changes in policy around preven¬ 
tion have translated into effective, 
impressive programs that are suc¬ 
ceeding in reaching many 18-25- 
year-olds, previously underserved 
or completely ignored by preven¬ 
tion efforts. Meanwhile, young 
people under 18 continue to be¬ 
come infected with HIV, while the 
office within CDC charged with 
serving them with prevention 
programs puts its own political 
concerns first. 

It is important to note that we 
have come a long way on the fed¬ 
eral level toward meeting the 
needs of young people with HIV 
prevention efforts. The commu¬ 
nity planning process involves 
young people (and representatives 
of all affected communities) in 
identifying needs, setting priori¬ 
ties and allocating resources. Last 
year, CDC officials, U.S. Secretary 
for Health and Human Services 
Donna Shalala, White House offi¬ 
cials, and an advisory committee 
of young people (including an 
AU/GG member) unveiled the 
federal government’s first ever 
condom ads featuring and target¬ 


ing young gay men. San Francis¬ 
co’s Department of Public Health 
and health departments around 
the country are hiring young peo¬ 
ple to develop and manage pro¬ 
grams to reach young people, in 
recognition of the fact that com¬ 
munity members are most 
effective in developing 
appropriate pro¬ 
grams. < 

CDC’s Division of 
Adolescent and School 
Health (DASH) is the fed¬ 
eral agency charged with 
administering preven¬ 
tion programs for 
young people under 
• 18. While most of the 
funding for HIV pre¬ 
vention programs from CDC 
comes through community plan¬ 
ning groups, DASH funds come 
through school boards. School 
boards and community planning 
groups are not required to have - 
and seldom do - any formal com¬ 
munication around how funds 
are being used. 

While by no means aggressive 
(or effective, for that matter) in 
providing guidance to school 
boards on how to use funds, 
DASH does make data available to 
schools on what groups of young 
people are at risk for HIV and 
other health hazards. This infor¬ 
mation is collected through sur¬ 
veys administered to young peo¬ 
ple in schools across the country 
and assessed through a national 
youth risk assessment database 


funded by CDC. 

During a presentation on this 
data collection procedure at the 
International Conference on 
AIDS in Vancouver, a DASH offi¬ 
cial was called on to explain why 
information about gay and les¬ 
bian youth, including any ques¬ 
tion about whether young 
people were gay and les¬ 
bian, is not collected by 
DASH. The answer: 
they fear losing the 
participation of school 
districts who “object” to 
such questions. 

Homophobia and 
political cowardice 
apparently outweigh 
the pile of studies the 
size of Mt. Everest demonstraing 
the high risk of young gay men 
for HIV infection, suicide, STDs, 
and a slew of other health hazards 
that DASH funds are meant to 
prevent. And really, god forbid 
that a federal agency issuing funds 
for specific purposes should man¬ 
date that funds be used in an ef¬ 
fective, intelligent manner. DASH 
does not believe that it is proper 
to issue any such mandate. 

No joke 

The comedy of errors and 
mind-boggling policy decisions 
which have defined DASH for 
years would provoke side-splitting 
laughter if young gay men and 
lesbians were not becoming in¬ 
fected with HIV and dying as a re¬ 
sult. The mismanagement and

Further, DASH should receive 
increased funding to be used for 
targeting young people under 18 
who do not attend school.

DASH-funded programs seldom 
reach them. 

Communication is essential if 
DASH is to succeed in its efforts. 
DASH funds must be governed by 
the same principles of communi¬ 
ty-based planning and communi¬ 
ty involvement in priority setting 


While disturbing, we have 
heard this question over and over 
when contacting public health of¬ 
ficials who should be involved in 
spending these funds. Instead, 
politicians elected to school 
boards have this responsibility, for 
which they are most likely com¬ 
pletely unqualified. 

It is time to put the lives of 
young people before politics and 
to make sure that federal funds 
for young people are spent re¬ 
sponsibly. Otherwise, we will lose 
another generation of young gay 
men and lesbians to senseless 
death.

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UCSF docs link 
herpes virus to KS

A newly created test strongly 
implicates a recently dis¬ 
covered sexually transmit¬ 
ted virus in cancer development 
in AIDS patients, doctors said 
Tuesday, July 30. 

Reporting in the journal Na¬ 
ture Medicine, the University of 
California, San Francisco, re¬ 
searchers said their test points to 
the human herpes virus 8 as the 
culprit in Kaposi’s sarcoma, the 
most common cancer of patients 
with AIDS. 

The news has significant im¬ 
plications because it raises hope 
that KS might be prevented if ef¬ 
fective drugs or vaccines are de¬ 
veloped to counter the HHV8, the 
scientists said. 

Using a blood test for HHV8 


infection, the researchers analyzed 
blood from 913 volunteers, 528 of 
whom were positive for HIV. 

HHV8 infection was detected 
most frequently in people with 
sexually transmitted diseases, in¬ 
cluding gay men with HIV and 
patients with syphilis. 

“The results of this epidemio¬ 
logical study strongly suggest 
HHV8 is sexually transmitted,” 
said Dr. Don Ganem, professor of 
medicine and microbiology at 
UCSF and investigator with the 
Howard Hughes Medical Institute. 

“Our new findings also pro¬ 
vide additional evidence indicat¬ 
ing HHV8 infection plays an im¬ 
portant role in KS.” 

Infection with the sexually 
transmitted virus was most 
prevalent in gay men who picked 
up HIV through sex, with 30 per¬ 
cent of them also testing positive 
for HHV8. The next highest inci-

tercation took place, Ray said, 
even though passengers got off 
the bus because of the incident 
and complained to the driver to 
do something. 

‘Fight like a man’ 

Vukic’s pleas to de-escalate the 
violence and call the police were 
met with contempt. 

“Every time someone says 
something to you fucking faggots, 
all you want to do is call the po¬ 
lice,” the off-duty driver allegedly 
said. “Why don’t you stand up and 
fight like a man and settle it here?” 

Vukic was initially slugged 
with a closed fist in the temple 
area, according to Ray. 

“A woman in the front of the 
bus said she could hear the strike 
against my client’s flesh,” Ray said. 


As the bus continued to make 
stops, the assailant punched Vukic 
several times, and injured his hip 
and left leg by grabbing and twist¬ 
ing Vukic’s leg while trying to 
yank him out of his seat. 

Ray was extremely critical of 
the driver of the bus for failing to 
call police or to intervene in the 
situation until the incident was 
over. In fact, he said, the driver 
even berated Vukic when Vukic 
complained about his poor re¬ 
sponse. 

Vukic is experiencing symp¬ 
toms of severe post traumatic 
stress syndrome - including 
nightmares and agoraphobia - in 
the aftermath of the assault. 

A police hate crimes investiga¬ 
tion into the incident has been 
concluded and forwarded to the 
district attorney’s office for re¬ 
view, according to Sergeant Her¬ 
man Jones of the Hate Crimes 
Unit. T 


Feds sue Christian Coalition

T he Christian Coalition will fight a suit by the Federal Election 
Commission that says it illegally helped Republicans during elec¬ 
tions, a spokesman for the organization said Wednesday, July 31. 
“I think [the suit is) part of the 20-year effort by the Federal 
Election Commission to suppress the right of citizens and citizens 
groups to discuss the rights of candidates on issues without en¬ 
dorsing them " coalition counsel Jim Bopp said. 

The FEC suit, filed Tuesday, alleges the coalition spent its cor¬ 
porate money illegally in coordination with conservative candi¬ 
dates including the 1990 campaign of North Carolina Senator Jesse 
Helms. 

Federal law forbids corporations from making contributions or 
expenditures in connection with federal elections. Political com¬ 
mittees are allowed to spend money seeking the defeat or election 
of a candidate, but the expenditure must be made totally indepen¬ 
dent of a candidate s campaign apparatus. 

The coalition “made expenditures for voter identification and 
get- out-the-vote efforts in connection with” the 1992 Busy-Quayle 
campaign, and “acting in coordination, cooperation and/or con¬ 
sultation” with the Republican presidential campaign, “made ex¬ 
penditures for the preparation and distribution of approximately 
28 million voter guides,” the suit alleges. 

In Helms’s 1990 campaign, the suit alleges, the coalition spent 
money “to produce and distribute approximately 750,000 voter 
guides ... [and] make approximately 28,000 telephone calls as part 
of a get-out-the-vote telephone bank operation.” 

TTte suit asks a federal judge to order the coalition to cease its al¬ 
leged activity, and to fine up to $5,000 for each violation. 

In a statement released after the filing, coalition executive di¬ 
rector Ralph Reed said the coalition would fight and win the case. 

“We are absolutely and totally confident that we will be fully 
vindicated and the courts will affirm that people of faith have every 
right to be involved as citizens and voters.” ▼ 


dence, at 13 percent, occurred in 
people with syphilis. 

On the other hand, the re¬ 
searchers measured only a two 
percent to three percent HHV8 
infection rate in hemophiliacs 
stricken by HIV through blood 
transfusions and in HIV-negative 
blood donors. 

KS, which afflicts some 20 per¬ 
cent of AIDS patients, causes dis¬ 
figuring skin lesions and may 
grow in the gastrointestinal tract 
or in the lungs, where it can prove 
lethal. 

“We have found evidence of 
HHV8 infection in virtually all 
cases of Kaposi’s Sarcoma exam-' 
ined in AIDS patients, and in 
most KS lesions from HIV-nega¬ 
tive cases,” Ganem said. 

“Recent findings placed 
HHV8 at the scene of the crime 
but did not establish guilt. We 
wanted to find out if the epi¬ 
demiology of HHV8 resembles 
what we already know about KS. 
Specifically, we wanted to know if 
differences in HHV8 infection 
rates among certain groups par¬ 
allel the differences in the inci¬ 
dence of KS.” 

The incidence of HHV8 infec¬ 
tion in these groups does, indeed, 
mirror the KS rates, with strong 
evidence of the virus’s role in the 
cancer, the study concluded. 

“We are making good 
progress,” Ganem said. “We hope 
improvements in the antibody

test for HHV8 infection will soon 
make it suitable for use in diag¬ 
nostic testing by clinical laborato¬ 
ries.” 

The new ability to isolate and 
grow HHV8 in the laboratory 
provides a testing ground for po¬ 
tential anti-viral drugs, which 
may slow down KS development, 
the researchers said. 

HHV8 is the eighth human 
herpes virus to be identified, in¬ 


cluding Varicella zoster, which 
causes chicken pox and shingles 
and affects 95 percent of the U.S. 
population; the Epstein-Barr 
virus, which causes mononucleo¬ 
sis and is present in some 85 per¬ 
cent of Americans; Herpes sim¬ 
plex 1, which brings on cold sores 
and affects 80 percent of U.S. res¬ 
idents, and the sexually transmit¬ 
ted simplex 2, present in 25 per¬ 
cent of adults. T

wardly gay person to go to the ball 
and I’m taking my significant 
other with me,” Parker said.

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it back to the pier and store it for 
a while.” 

But fatigue from the previous 
three days of torch construction 
had gotten the best of Reid and 
his friends, and Reid said he 
lacked the financial resources to 
get the torch hauled away from its 
location after the Pride Festival on 
Sunday. 

In a last-ditch effort, Reid and 
a friend thought they could per¬ 
haps find a buyer who could pay 
for the torch and have it removed 
following the festival. 

“I figured someone might 
want it, and they can have it if 
they can get it out of here,” Reid 
said. 

So they painted a “for sale” 
message on the sides of the torch 
arm, hoping to attract the atten¬ 
tion of someone with the desire - 
and space - for a 29-foot-high 
torch. 

They didn’t attract a buyer, but 
they did attract the attention of 
three lesbian police officers who 
were ready to arrest Reid for de¬ 
facing the torch. After identifying 
himself as the torch’s creator and 
an officer with the parade com¬ 


mittee, Reid was off the hook, but 
he still couldn’t find a buyer who 
could remove the statue on Sun¬ 
day evening. 

Bankruptcy and ruby 
slippers 

Left without an affordable op¬ 
tion, Reid left the torch in its place 
and at the mercy of the Port Au¬ 
thority, which arrived in force 
Monday to remove the torch. 

When Port workmen tried to 
pull the torch down with a heavy 
nylon cable and forklift, the cable 
snapped and the torch stood in¬ 
tact. With a larger forklift and a 
chain, they were finally able to 
topple and remove the torch in 
two large dump trucks. 

The bill for the cleanup 
amounted to another $2,000, an 
additional debt Reid will face if 
the Parade Committee won’t pay 
for it. 

Facing a total debt of more 
than $5,500, Reid is considering 
filing bankruptcy, but he has no 
regrets and has an even flashier 
idea for next year’s parade: a two- 
story pair of inflatable ruby slip¬ 
pers entwined with a 20-foot 
enameled sliding board. 

With more time to plan for 
next year, Reid hopes corporate 
sponsorship will help pay for his 


vision for 1997. But in the mean¬ 
time, he hopes he will find finan¬ 
cial support to help him retire his 
debt from this year. 

“If I file bankruptcy, I’m going 
to have to get a real job and quit 
doing fun things like this,” he 
said. ▼

Alexis Danzig and the 

Lesbian Herstory 
Archives come to SF 
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lust who’s 
hanging out in 
this summer’s 
celluloid closet?

Q uestion: What do most no-brainer 
summer movies have in common 
besides explosions and car chases? 
Answer: the ubiquitous appearance 
somewhere during those two hours of male 
bonding of The Sissy. 

Now, we know there’s nothing wrong with 
sissyhood, except when it’s portrayed as fic¬ 
tion by heterosexist filmmakers for the sake 
of a laugh, like in so many movies currently 
out. The following is a run-down of some of 
the more egregious examples of this stock 
character I’ve encountered this summer at the 
movies. 

Michael Bay’s The Rock is notable in the 
sissy-tally for the appearance early in the ac¬ 
tion of a completely gratuitous, mincing San 
Francisco hairdresser, whose only purpose in 
the film is to create Sean Connery’s crewcut 
and act as an object of ridicule. 

One of the less offensive examples of gay¬ 
baiting happens in the ridiculous Arnold 
Schwarzenegger flick Eraser. All goes well dur¬ 
ing the first few moments that the action 
stumbles into a gay bar. The milieu is used as 
little more than background action, and, after 
an initial gasp of recognition from the audi¬ 
ence, the viewer rolls with the concept. But 
shortly before director Charles Russell moves 
on to the next action scene, a sissy bartender 
appears out of nowhere to swoon about 
Arnie: “Ooooooo! He looks danger oust” So 
much for political correctness. 

Harvey Fierstein must be stopped. His 
sissy in the hugely successful, watched-by- 
everyone Independence Day is yet another 
portrait of the homosexual as a whining, 
wincing weakling. The only silver lining in 
this case is the appearance of judd Hirsch as 
a character so offensively, stereotypically Jew¬ 
ish that Fierstein’s sissy almost disappears 
into the wallpaper.

lourneys and Arrivals’

W hen Lev Raphael published his col¬ 
lection of short stories, Dancing on 
Tisha B’Av, in 1990, he brought to¬ 
gether gay life and Jewish identity in 
a way that had never been done before. His tales of self-discovery 
and self-realization, coming out and coming to terms with sexu¬ 
ality in a Jewish context won him a Lambda Literary Award and 
opened up new dialogues about gay Jewish literature. 

With his latest book, Journeys and Arrivals (Faber & Faber, 
$19.95), Raphael brings these dialogues even closer to home. The 
essays collected and reprinted in this collection address many of 
the same issues as Dancing on Tisha B’Av — the search for a spir¬ 
itual home, the struggle for sexual acceptance, the unique strain 
of growing up the child of Holocaust survivors — only this time 
the essays are all nonfiction, all personal accounts of Raphael 
himself. 

“A lot of people assumed that every first-person character in 
Dancing on Tisha B’Av was me,” the author says. “They assume 
I’m everybody in it, and the irony is that the stories they assume 
are most personal usually aren’t. For me, creative non-fiction is 
a lot riskier because there isn’t that intervening screen of fiction 
and displacement and recreation of something into something 
else.” 

But even with the leap from fiction to non-fiction, Journeys 
and Arrivals feels very much like a companion book to his earli¬ 
er collection. 

“I see Journeys and Arrivals as the sequel to Dancing on Tisha 
B’Av, because both volumes work with similar themes,” says 
Raphael. “But I couldn’t have written this book first. I don’t think 


I was confident enough as a writer to cover these kinds of essays 
then. I feel very established as a writer now, so I feel like I can 
take more risks.” 

Raphael should feel established, considering he has two new 
books in addition to Journeys and Arrivals on bookshelves this 
summer. Coming Out of Shame (Doubleday), about healing 
shame for gays and lesbians, is the fourth book Raphael has 
co-authored with his lover, Gersh Kaufman, who lives with him 
in Okemos, Michigan; and Let’s Get Criminal (St. Martin’s), 
which marks Raphael’s debut as a mystery writer. This satiric aca¬ 
demic mystery is a follow-up to his dark 1993 novel Winter Eyes; 
Raphael has just sold his next mystery title in the same series. 

“That’s my idea of having fun as a writer, being able to move 
from genre to genre,” he says. Raphael even got to try his hand at 
a different medium altogether when he co-authored the screen¬ 
play of Dancing on Tisha B’Av, the short story that anchored the 
collection of the same name. The film went into production in 
New York last spring, with Rent star Anthony Rapp playing the 
lead. Raphael hopes to see the film released in 1997, but he adds, 
“I’ve tried not to be overly involved in that aspect of it.” 

If Raphael’s writing has evolved in the last six years, so has the 
situation for gay Jews. A still small but growing number of books 
have joined Raphael’s in bookstores, and they have garnered in¬ 
creasing attention in the Jewish and gay press alike. Gay issues 
have gained higher prominence in Jewish political circles, espe¬ 
cially with bold moves by the Reform movement on subjects like 
gay marriage.

T he name Billy Strayhorn 

probably means nothing to 
the average person, though 
the average person certainly 
knows the name Duke Elling¬ 
ton.

brought on by years of excessive 
alcoholism and smoking. 



Billy Strayhorn 


Writer David Hajdu has 

cleared up some of the mystery 
surrounding Strayhorn with Lush 
Life (Farrar, Straus & Giroux, 
$27.50), a breathtaking biography 
that puts the musician’s tragically 
short life into perspective. Ac¬ 
cording to Hajdu, Strayhorn 
knew he could have had a career 
without Ellington, only he was all 
too aware of the fact that being in 
the public spotlight would re¬ 
quire suppressing his homosexu¬ 
ality, something Strayhorn re¬ 
fused to do. 

Ironically, Strayhorn’s refusal 
to live in the closet resulted in a 


different kind of invisibility: Stray¬ 
horn wrote some of the Duke 
Ellington Orchestra’s greatest hits, 
but got none of the credit. 

Ellington wasn’t completely 
innocent in this relationship, ei¬ 
ther. As Hajdu observes in Lush 
Life , Ellington jealously guarded 
Strayhorn’s talent. For instance, 
when Strayhorn wanted to 
work with other artists, 
Ellington deliberately got in 
the way. To quote Lena 
Horne, their mutual 
friend: “Their rela¬ 
tionship was very sex¬ 
ual — not physical. 

Duke treated Billy 
exactly like he 
treated women, 
with all that old- 
fashioned chauvin¬ 
ism. Very loving and very protec¬ 
tive, but controlling.” 

Actor Quincy Jones has re¬ 
portedly expressed interest in the 
film rights to Lush Life. (We’d love 
to be in on the casting. The 
thought of certain hunks — Wes¬ 
ley Snipes, Denzel Washington 
or Samuel Jackson — playing 
the part of an openly queer man 
sends a big zing up our collective 
spine.) 

Dumped! 

And now from the Fucked- 
With-A-Chainsaw-by-Big-Evil- 
Corporate Monster Department 
comes this item about that Great 
White Hope of queer rock, Extra 
Fancy. If you recall, much hoopla 
was made earlier this year when 
this LA quartet became the first 
rock band with an openly queer, 
HIV-positive singer to be signed 
by a major label. At the time, the 
newly-formed Gay Marketing De¬ 
partment of Atlantic Records was 
all over itself in smug, self-con¬ 
gratulatory back-patting, all of 
which seems to have been for 
naught, since the band was re¬ 
cently dropped from the label’s 
roster. The big surprise here is 
that the unceremonious dumping 


came only eight weeks after the 
release of Extra Fancy’s debut 
album, Sinnerman. 

A brief chat with Gay Market¬ 
ing Department VP Peter Galvin 
revealed that the kiss-off was 
“purely a business decision,” as 
more than 30 other Atlantic acts 
were also dropped in a furi¬ 
ous display of house¬ 
cleaning. Besides, 
Jolene Cherry, the 
A&R rep who 
signed the band, 
was no longer with 
the label, leaving “no 
one there to back 
them up,” as manag¬ 
er Paul V. was 
told. 

Still, dumping 
the band so soon 
after they were signed seems in¬ 
sidious to say the least. Consider¬ 
ing that most of Atlantic’s promo¬ 
tional effort for Sinnerman came 
from the Gay Marketing Depart¬ 
ment, the record was essentially 
“gay ghettoized,” resulting in only 
a few thousand copies sold. Come 
on, guys — everyone knows that 
fags only spend money on dance 
house remixes and show tunes. 
Perhaps the hard-rockin’ Extra 
Fancy would still be on board if 
they hadn’t been so narrowly 
niche-marketed. 

Truth or fantasy? 

A little rumor has been circu¬ 
lating on the Internet lately that 
the brother of a well-known, 
closeted actress (her initials are 
those of winter personified) is 
going to out his sister in a soon- 
to-be-published tell-all. The 
rumor has it that Miss Closet was 
so unnerved about the disclosure 
that she’s beat him to the punch 
by selling her coming-out story to 
a glossy entertainment weekly. 
The kicker is that when word got 
around that the closeted one was 
going public she was promptly 
fired from her latest picture. How 
shocking.

Darker than dark 


I n 1945, Orson Welles’ name was mud around 
Hollywood, the financial disasters of The Mag¬ 
nificent Ambersons (1942) and Journey Into Fear 
(1943) being recent history. Nevertheless, RKO Stu¬ 
dios, which promptly fired Welles after Journey, 
hired him back in 1946 to direct and star in The 
Stranger, which Welles later described as “my worst 
film.” It may be, but the picture was proficient 
enough to convince Columbia Pictures to hire 
Welles in 1947 to direct and star in his suave noir 
thriller The Lady from Shanghai, co-starring Welles’ 
second wife, the bewitching Rita Hayworth (above, 
with Welles). Next to Citizen Kane and Touch of 
Evil, Shanghai, most cineastes agree, remains one 
of Welles’ greatest achievements. The film bears all 
the director’s signature touches, in particular his 
fondness for the long take, an aesthetic Welles pio¬ 
neered and mastered better than any filmmaker be¬ 


fore or after him. But more memorable are several 
of the film’s strangely hallucinatory scenes, when 
Welles meets cute with Hayworth at the San Fran¬ 
cisco Aquarium, a suspenseful chase in a theatre, 
and the film’s spectacular finale, a shoot-out in a 
hall of mirrors. Shanghai, though, is more than art¬ 
ful touches. Disguised as a stylish thriller, the film 
trades in all the usual trappings of the period’s 
melodramas — murder, corruption and infidelity 
— but Welles wastes no time getting to the real 
theme, which film historian David Cooke elo¬ 
quently sums up as “the moral anarchy of the post¬ 
war world.” 

The Lady from Shanghai plays with Welles’ bet¬ 
ter-known masterpiece, Touch of Evil, August 2 at 
the Castro Theatre. T

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Image conscious 


Cyclo imperfectly captures a wayward life

T ran Anh Hung’s first feature, 
The Scent of Green Papaya 
(1993), was widely praised, 
winning the French Cesar as best 
film and earning an Oscar nomi¬ 
nation in this country. Critics — 
more than audiences — respond¬ 
ed to the director’s striking color 
schemes, moody lighting and 
camerawork, and discreet treat¬ 
ment of violent events. For some 
of us, though, the film reeked of a 
kind of bloodless formalism, with 
opaque (if not cardboard ) char¬ 
acters more or less miming the 
plot, all rolled up in a suffocating¬ 
ly beautiful mise-en-scene. 

At first glance, Hung’s new 
film, Cyclo , hints at a quantum 
leap into a grittier, more gripping 


universe, one that is clearly in¬ 
debted to neo-realism. The setting 
is Ho Chi Minh City. The film 
opens with vivid close-ups of an 
impoverished cyclo (cyclo refers 
both to the bicycle taxi common¬ 
ly used as transport in Vietnam 
and to the driver). Like the other 
characters in the film, “the Cyclo” 
(played by untrained actor Le Van 
Loc) is unnamed, as he is intend¬ 
ed to represent an archetype of 
human suffering. 

His parents dead, the Cyclo 
works for a surrogate mother fig¬ 
ure, “the boss-lady,” who oversees 
a criminal empire. When he stops 
to take a piss (an obligatory scene 
in all neo-realist cinema), a rival 
gang steals his cyclo, an event that 
triggers his descent into both a 
real and metaphorical under¬ 
world. There, he meets a strange 
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array of characters: the Poet 
(Hong Kong superstar Tony 
Leung-Chiu Wai), who spends the 
entire movie saying little and 
looking terribly sad; the boss- 
lady’s insane son, who enjoys 
pouring cans of paint over his 
body; and a group of killers, head¬ 
ed up by the Poet, who demon¬ 
strate their viciousness to the 
Cyclo by torturing and killing a 
man tied to a chair and wrapped 


up in gaffer tape. The Cyclo ni¬ 
hilistically embraces the group 
and becomes a major asset, un- 
questioningly carrying out every¬ 
thing from drug-smuggling to 
fire-bombings. 

Meanwhile, he drifts deeper 
into a kind of poetic catatonia. 
Never exactly a chatterbox, the 
Cyclo becomes almost mute, and 
spends his spare time biting live 
salamanders and goldfish in half, 


taking drugs, and — like the boss- 
lady’s son — pouring buckets of 
paint over his muscular frame and 
rolling around on the floor. 

Neo-realist cliches 

Director Hung runs parallel 
plots that comment on each 
other, chiefly the rejection of the 
Poet by his disgusted father, and 
the degradation of the Cyclo’s sis¬ 
ter ( Papaya’s Tran Nu Yen Khe), 
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Are These Your 
Panties?! 


who ends up working as a whore 
for the Poet. The director uses her 
trysts as a springboard for self¬ 
consciously decadent fantasies — 
a customer forces her to piss into 
a bowl while he masturbates; an¬ 
other masochistically washes her 
feet. These scenes are shot with 
loving detail, pulling the viewer 
into the discomfort she feels as the 
film slides into objectification. 

Hung’s fascination with the de¬ 
tails of degradation and the suc¬ 
cumbing to a kind of pre-civilized 
state is everywhere evident and re¬ 
sults in some striking imagery. 
One of the film’s most vivid im¬ 
ages shows Cyclo’s drug-induced 
collapse into a pool of luminous 
blue paint, in which he lies so long 
he becomes part of the color. But, 
as in Papaya , the characters are 
primitive, broadly sketched, ulti¬ 
mately impenetrable. Hung’s at¬ 
tempts to link the fate of the Cyclo 
and his sister with social decline 
are half-hearted, amounting to lit¬ 
tle more than a few scenes of enor¬ 
mous tenements contrasted with 
what appears to be a wealthy re¬ 
sort. On the other hand, the kind 
of philosophical vortex in which 
the pair find themselves is implied 
in the early scenes of Ho Chi Minh 
Square, where the Cyclo rides 
around in endless circles searching 
for passengers, or simply trying to 
make it through the day. Ulti¬ 
mately, the film founders because 
Hung is so in love with his admit¬ 
tedly powerful imagery that he 
fails to bring his puppets to life. ▼

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Spinning and straining

A t the core of the new come¬ 
dy-drama Walking and 
Talking is an intriguing 
question: How do the dynamics of 
a relationship between two best 
friends change when one of them 
decides to marry? Early in the 
film, Laura (Anne Heche) an¬ 
nounces to her lifelong best friend 
Amelia (Catherine Keener, in the 
movie’s best performance) that 
she plans on marrying her live-in 
lover Frank (Todd Field). This 
news makes Amelia feel as if she’s 
suddenly been cast aside.

My least favorite summer sissy 
is in the recently released Multi¬ 
plicity , directed by Harold Ramis, 
who brought you the clever 
Groundhog Day a few seasons 
back. Multiplicity is a gimmick in 
search of a movie. Unable to cope 
with the pressures of his job and 
family, a bland, working-class 
schlep, portrayed with a total lack 
of charisma by Michael Keaton, 
has himself cloned three times. In 
order to keep his four selves dis¬ 
tinct, without relying solely on 
costume changes, Keaton creates 
Clone #3 as — guess what? — a 
sissy! The fey character’s job, 
which, of course, he gravitates to¬ 
ward immediately, is domestic ser¬ 
vant.

If it had concentrated on the 
sympathetic Amelia, Walking and 
Talking might have been a better 
film.

Fantastic realism 


Yasmen Mehta goes to the desert

in which sweeping gestures of 
arms and legs suggest a restless 
sea. Karlovsky saved Tides from 
looking like a sophomore chore¬ 
ography assignment by staying 
true to her original intentions, 
keeping her ambitions modest 
and generously using the strong 
and capable dancers of Mehta’s 
company. 

Wadi began with slides of 
Oman, noteworthy for long, arid 
vistas punctuated by groves of 
date palms, water wells and forts. 
Rising from the silence is the live 
score of Stephen Kent, performed 
on the didgeridoo. As an instru¬ 
ment made from the termite-hol¬ 
lowed trees of aboriginal Aus¬ 
tralia, the didgeridoo would seem 
an incongruous choice for musi¬ 
cal accompaniment, but, on the 
contrary, Kent’s musical partici¬ 
pation was inspired. Despite the 
slide photography, Wadi is not a 
literal tribute to the women of the 
desert. Mehta wants to evoke the 
clarity of social roles, companion¬ 
ship and hard work that she has 
observed. The didgeridoo fits 
nicely into that scheme — a more 


otherworldly aural landscape is 
hard to imagine. Similar in sound 
to a swarm of bees or a small 
plane propeller, the didgeridoo is 
perhaps most successful at lulling 
an otherwise tense urban audi¬ 
ence into submission. Just as the 
drone threatens to hypnotize, 
Kent stuns the crowd with the 
bugle-like sound of his instru¬ 
ment. 

Wadi is arranged in three sec¬ 
tions: “Sands,” Spirits of the 
Well,” and “Oasis.” In “Sands,” the 
dancers appear in flowing 
burkhas or veils over pastel uni- 
tards. The sight is arresting, as 
conflicting images of women ex¬ 
posed and covered reveal Mehta’s 
eclectic influences. “Spirits of the 
Well” navigates more slippery ter¬ 
rain, however. A woman in her 
unitard sits downstage and bathes 
in a small rock pool filled with 
real water while the dancers per¬ 
form slowly, entwining duets. 
Scarves with a few tinkling coins 
wrapped around the waist replace 
the veils. Later, some women are 
attached to the thick ropes of the

’k jf asmen Sorab Mehta is one 
if of San Francisco’s most in- 
I triguing choreographers. 
Born in Bombay, she has traveled 
and studied in Australia, England 
and Nigeria. Her childhood was 
filled with multiple artistic influ¬ 
ences, from the piano to the sitar, 
to modern dance, ballet, tribal 
and folk dance. In New York, she 
studied at the studios of Jose 
Limon and Martha Graham. 

With a minimum of fanfare, 
she has been making dances of 
immense integrity since founding 
her current ensemble, the nine- 
member, all-women California 
Contemporary Dancers, in 1990. 
Uninterested in the fast track to 
big hype and big burnout, Mehta 
and company settle into work that 
is noteworthy for its break from 
fashion. She made The Brides of 
Bernarda (1993), a dance-drama 
of sororal tensions, and other 
dances celebrating the lives and 
work of Mother Theresa, Dalai 
Lama, Mahatma Gandhi and 
Morihei Ueshiba. Her latest, 
Wadi , premiered at Theater Ar¬ 
taud last weekend. Wadi is an 
Arabic and Hindi word for dry 
river bed. The piece is based on 
Mehta’s visual, aural and tactile 
impressions of a recent trip to the 
deserts of Oman and Rajasthan in 
Northern India. 

Tides , choreographed by CCD 
company member Dawn 
Karlovsky, opened the evening. 
The piece offered few challenges 
but quiet rewards. Five women in 
silky pants and blouses are bathed 
in Patty Ann Farrell’s soft pink 
lighting design while a tape of 
Stephan Fletcher’s languid guitar 
plays. Karlovsky gave herself strict 
rules — the dancers spent a good 
bit of Tides on the floor, curling 
and uncurling. Only near the end 
do they stand fully upright, and 
even then it is only for fleeting 
moments. There are many canons

magazine. While 
BLK will continue as 
an essential resource 
for black gays and 
lesbians in cyber¬ 
space, it should re¬ 
turn to newsstands 
this fall. 

The return of BLK, 
the biggest kid on the 
block, might seem like 
bad news for smaller 
publications with big 
plans. But the spirit of 
competition has been 
superseded by the need 
for coordination, at least 
for now. 

“There’s always a 
need for an immediate 
resource for a neighbor¬ 
hood or community, and 
then there’s a need for 
larger overview publica¬ 
tions as well, and certain¬ 
ly there are different 
schools of thought within 
the black lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity. We’re hardly a monolith¬ 
ic entity,” says Haile. “To see the 
diversity of publications we have 
now — it’s like what the main¬ 
stream gay press saw 20 years 
ago.” ▼

H t wasn’t a protest outside the 

White House or a rally outside 
1 the Supreme Court, but a 
gathering in Washington in May 
was a significant moment for gay 
America. Editors, publishers and 
writers for black gay publications 
around the country came togeth¬ 
er during Washington’s annual 
Black Lesbian and Gay Pride cele¬ 
bration to network, coordinate 
and organize. 

“We’re all so new and it’s such 
a busy task just to keep your boat 
afloat that none of us had the op¬ 
portunity to get together until this 
past Memorial Day weekend in 
the same room,” says Charlene 
Cothran, editor-in-chief of At¬ 
lanta’s Venus magazine “We’ve 
never coordinated an association 
of black gay press. We know that 
it’s coming. That meeting in D.C. 
served as a beginning.” 

While only a few years ago, 
there were so few black gay publi¬ 
cations that a press association 
would have been implausible, the 
black gay press has boomed re¬ 
cently. Regional publications like 
Chicago’s Blacklines and Washing¬ 
ton’s Malebox and Women in the 
Life and Philadelphia’s Colors have 
filled a void in their local gay cov¬ 
erage, while larger regional publi¬ 
cations (like Venus, with a circu¬ 
lation of 20,000) are now striving 
to reach national audiences. 

“Many people don’t see the 
need for a black gay press, a black 
gay pride. They say, ‘How come 
we can’t all be one thing?’ ” says 
Cothran. “Why? Because we’re 
culturally different people. We 
celebrate differently. We experi¬ 
ence gay life very differently.” 

These differences simply aren’t 
evident in the “mainstream” gay 
press, which most editors at black 
gay publications simply call the 
white gay press. Without dis-

well. A chant of voices comes over 
the speakers as the ropes effec¬ 
tively elongate and bisect the 
stage. The scene is rich in the im¬ 
ages of physical labor, but there is 
neither rancor nor drudgery in 
the dancers’ actions. Juggling 
dance abstraction and the mim¬ 
ing of manual tasks is sometimes 
uneasy in Wadi, but Mehta makes 
sure that her sensual desert 
women love each other and their 
work. 

“Oasis” has Kent stage center 
with the dancers surrounding him 
in a circle. Now in brightly col¬ 
ored vests, they freely bounce and 
leap in celebration. If their quick 
steps and frenzied pace didn’t sug¬ 
gest desert serenity, who cares? 
The dance was executed with 
abundant good will. Kent’s intox¬ 
icating music vibrated to the 
rafters and was enriched by a 
soundtrack of clanging bells and 
cymbals. 

For a young company, Califor¬ 
nia Contemporary Dancers shows 
remarkable poise and purpose. 
Mehta has found a winning for¬ 
mula. Instead of indulging in the 
deadly art of navel-gazing that 
preoccupies so many modern 
dance choreographers, she looks 
to the real world for ideas, which 
guarantees plenty of inspiration 
for the future. T 


counting the occasional black 
writer or model in white maga¬ 
zines, Cothran maintains that 
“multiculturalism” is a myth in 
most of the white gay press. 

“The larger community would 
have three or four people they felt 
safe with, and any time there 
needed inclusion by a black gay 
voice, they’d consult one of those 
people to speak for the rest of us,” 
Cothran says. 

Just a mirage 

Stanley Bennett Clay, 
editor-in-chief of the Los Ange¬ 
les-based magazine that bears his 
initials, SBC, agrees that inclusiv- 
ity in the white gay press is a mi¬ 
rage. 

“Part of the problem is the 
perception that the gay commu¬ 
nity is inclusive, which it is not,” 
says Clay. “The gay community is 
the white gay community, and 
then there’s the black gay com¬ 
munity, just like there’s white 
America and black America.” 

Clay launched SBC in 1992 as 
a hip feature publication for black 
gay men. Although it has aspira¬ 
tions of being a national publica¬ 
tion, more than 8,000 of its 10,000 
copies are distributed in Los An¬ 
geles. Clay keeps the focus on “a 
true identification of who and 
what black homosexuals are.” 

“Any time you see pictures of 
black people in white publica¬ 
tions, they would either be a 
token, or an interracial sort of sit¬ 
uation, which is a very tiny per¬ 
centage of the black gay commu¬ 
nity,” says Clay. “What happens is 
that the only black people that 
white gays really know are black 
people who have distanced them¬ 
selves from the black community, 
which means that white homo¬ 
sexuals are getting a misconcep¬ 
tion of what the black gay com¬ 
munity is.” 

Curtis Lipscomb was con¬ 
cerned that even the black gay 
press wasn’t presenting an accu¬ 
rate portrayal of black gays and 
lesbians. He launched Kick, a De¬ 
troit-based magazine devoted to 
“black, gay and fierce urban cul¬ 
ture,” in 1994. His ’zine-sized 
monthly reaches 15,000 readers in 
20 cities, centered mostly in De¬ 
troit. While editors like Cothran 


and Clay try 
counter bias in the 
white gay media, Lip¬ 
scomb has a different 
mission altogether. 

“This may sound 
harsh, but my con¬ 
cern with the white 
gay media is very lit¬ 
tle,” Lipscomb says. 

“They don’t service 
the community 
that I do.” 

Instead, Lip¬ 
scomb is trying to 
counter what he 
sees as a cultural 
bias toward black 
gay coastal cities 
with different 
sensibilities from 
his own commu¬ 
nity in Detroit. 

“Our Mid¬ 
western readers 
are much more conservative than 
our coastal brothers and sisters,” 
says Lipscomb. “Now, gay conser¬ 
vatism is quite different than 
straight conservatism. To straight 
people we are still way out. But to 
gay readers, we are a coffee-table 
publication.” 

In other words, Kick is less racy 
than its counterparts and doesn’t 
print sexually explicit advertise¬ 
ments. Men’s glistening bare 
chests, perhaps, but nothing too 
severe; while it’s still more risque 
and male-centered than Cothran’s 
sedate Venus, it makes an effort to 
be “respectable” and inclusive. 

Essential resource 

Venus, SBC and Kick all have 
aspirations of being national 
magazines, but all three are still 
mostly rooted in their respective 
hometowns. The only truly na¬ 
tional black gay magazine, BLK, 
stopped publishing two years ago, 
and no single magazine has taken 
its place. Detractors complained 
that BLK was too slick, too bour¬ 
geois, too yuppified, but they all 
envied its presentation, sales fig¬ 
ures and the respectability it gar¬ 
nered. 

But as the larger regionals 
compete for national readerships, 
BLK is staging a comeback. After a 
1988 launch, it had grown to 
35,000 readers before advertising 
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residence. 

Alexis explained that LHA’s in¬ 
dependence is an important part of 
its self-determining mission. “This 
is necessarily a grassroots, commu¬ 
nity-based effort which is purpose¬ 
fully accessible to women, regard¬ 
less of academic credentials or erot¬ 
ic identity, which are two of the 
most common barriers to infor¬ 
mation of this nature.” Besides the 
obvious difficulties of obtaining ac¬ 
cess to university and private col¬ 
lections, she cited the negative ex¬ 
ample of the Lesbian Archives in 
London (since moved to Glasgow), 
which would not, for instance, col¬ 
lect butch/femme material. 

This fall, Alexis hopes to take 
her act up and down the West 
Coast. The return cross-country 
trip may happen as early as next 
summer. Further down the road, 
she “and some biker chicks are 
planning a European-Asian tour 


that would take the slide show to 
our sisters on other continents.” 

At the end of our interview, 
Alexis leaned towards me and 
looked over her wire rims with a 
smirk. “Would you like to know 
what the most-asked question was 
during my road trip?” Here I felt 
my failure as an interviewer, but 
nodded. “And let me say, I found 
it very boring — ‘How’s your rear 
end?’” She rolled her eyes. “As a 
lesbian, I find it interesting they 
didn’t ask me about arty other 
part of my anatomy.” T

WHY PAY MORE? WHY SEARCH? 
Here a Yqu Get Everything

A month ago, I opened my 
door and beheld my friend 
Alexis Danzig — all five feet 
of her — standing on my front 
steps wearing nothing but black 
leather and a self-satisfied grin. 
She had just ridden up from Los 
Angeles on her motorcycle, the 
last scheduled leg of a journey 
that had brought her all the way 
from her native Manhattan. 

Having left her position as di¬ 
rector of an AIDS education pro¬ 
gram, Alexis had been stopping 
along the way to give a slide-show 
presentation about the Lesbian 
Herstory Archives (LHA). Any 
community that would house her 
and agree to organize the event, 
on a free admission basis, was 
welcome to the 90-minute show. 
That offer still holds for any inter¬ 
ested party in the City. 

What makes Alexis ride? “After 
three years of being a lesbian edu¬ 
cating straight people about AIDS 
and feeling they often didn’t ‘get 
it,’ I wanted to do something for 
the lesbian and gay community,” 
said Alexis. “The Archives is a real 
gift of knowledge about historical 
figures and events and conceptual 
categories, from a lesbian point of 
view.” 


Since April, Alexis has put 
8,000 miles on her 1990 black 
Yamaha Radian 600 cc, traveling 
through 16 states. In addition to 
90 pounds of gear crammed into 
a tank bag and two saddlebags, 
she transported the all-important 
circular slide tray in a Rubber¬ 
maid 11-inch cake tub. Last 
month’s presentation at LYRIC in 
San Francisco was her 28th. 

The self-styled archivette ex¬ 
plained the importance of LHA. 
“This is an archives of, by and for 
lesbians,” she said. “All of us must 
have access to our stories, our col¬ 
lective memory. This is a radical 
act of self- and community- 
preservation. Even in a time which 
seems to be so welcoming of us.” 

The Lesbian Herstory Archives 
was founded in 1974 and origi¬ 
nally housed in an Upper West 
Side apartment shared by Deb 
Edel and Joan Nestle, author, edi¬ 
tor and fabulous femme. They are 
the only members of the original 
group still active among the 18 
volunteer coordinators. 

Four years ago, LHA found a 
new home in a three-story Victo¬ 
rian in the Park Slope — or “Dyke 
Slope” — section of Brooklyn. 
The $300,000 selling price was 
raised exclusively through private 
donations, many of them modest. 
The elegant building comprises a

garden, a dark room in the base¬ 
ment, and houses 10,000 mono¬ 
graphs (books), over 400 videos, 
100 special collections and hun¬ 
dreds of individual and subject 
files. A caretaker is in permanent

Push by Sapphire; Knopf, $20.00 


gpL ight from the start, Sap- 
> v phire's first novel Push does 
It %. just that. The story of 
Claireece Precious Jones, a fat, 
black teenage girl growing up 
tough in Harlem, is told straight 
up in the rhythm and vocabulary 
of young black urban speech. Push 
quickly lays down the bare facts of 
Precious’ life: pregnant at twelve 
by her own father, giving birth to a 
child with Down’s syndrome, four 
years later, pregnant again — by 
her father. She’s barely sliding 
through school, one step from the 
streets. Yet despite the crushing 
legacy of sexual abuse, poverty, il¬ 
literacy, the devastating lack of 
love, kindness, and friendship, 
Precious Jones abides. By book’s 
end, she has not only survived but 
has managed to grab a piece of 
hope big enough to hold on to. 

As in her earlier collection of 
poems and prose, American 
Dreams (reissued with the publi¬ 
cation of Push), Sapphire’s genius 
at inhabiting fully the mind and 
voice of a character is evident. 
Push plunges us immediately into 
the unerringly rendered reality of 
its protagonist; we experience the 
world through Precious Jones’ 
eyes, ears and skin. And that 
world is harsh. She’s unable to es¬ 
cape the reach of extremely abu¬ 
sive parents at home, subject to 
the power of schoolteachers, ad¬ 
ministrators, and government 
employees whose files and 
records, all indecipherable to Pre¬ 
cious, “decide her life.” She speaks 
little, taking refuge in her size and 
barely suppressed rage to carve 
out a solitary niche at school, but 
inside her head an intense spirit 
and indomitable will burn bright. 
Precious’ vividly rendered inner- 
reckoning of her own experience 
forms the body of the book. 

Despite the bitter reality it de¬ 
scribes, Push is not an exercise in 
emotional bludgeoning. Although 
Sapphire doesn’t scrimp on brutal 
details, the greater part of Push 
takes us through the transforma¬ 
tion of Precious Jones and her 
classmates from inner-city casual¬ 
ties to young women who pluck 
another chance at life. Guided by 
a powerful teacher, Ms. Blue Rain,

the teenage girls learn to read and 
begin to write their own stories, 
which they collect in a class jour¬ 
nal. They also grow to trust and 
lean on one another, to make 
friends across racial and other 
lines, connecting through their 
common lot of having been left 
for dead on the margins of society. 

The unifying theme is the 
story — telling the story, speaking 
the story, reading and writing the 
story. Making the story real. Sap¬ 
phire, behind Precious Jones, 
writes in the beginning, “I don’t 
know how far I’m gonna go with 
this story, or whether it’s even a 
story or why I’m talkin’; whether 
I’m gonna start from the begin¬ 
ning or right from here or two 
weeks from now. Two weeks from 
now? Sure you can do anything 
when you talking or writing; it’s 
not like living when you can only 
do what you doing. Some people 
tell a story ’n it don’t make no 
sense c r he true. But I’m gonna 
try to make tell the 

truth.... Ain’t there enougu „vS 
and shit out there already?” 

The book’s brevity — just 142 
pages plus a 38-page section 
recreating the class journal — and 
the sometimes awkward juxtapo¬ 
sition of the colloquial first-per¬ 
son voice and the third-person 
narrator, may frustrate some 
readers. Some have questioned 
whether the book’s short length 
and compressed point-of-view 
earn it the status of a novel. (Per¬ 
haps Push can be categorized as 
an especially intense long story 
rather than a true “novel,” what¬ 
ever that is being defined as these 
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days.) But literary questions aside, 
in the end — and from the begin¬ 
ning — the reader will either re¬ 
spond to the compelling presence 
of Precious Jones, or turn away 
from the story she wants to tell us. 

The latter would be a loss. Push 
is about the possibility of love and 
growth under the most devastat¬ 
ing conditions, and its vision of 
hope is as fierce and tender as Pre¬ 
cious Jones’ own emerging voice. 
In Push, Sapphire asks us to expe¬ 
rience the struggle of a fat, black, 
HIV-positive teenage girl — 
whatever our race, gender, class 
background, or social location. 
What she’s really asking — de¬ 
manding — is that we recognize 
all the Precious Joneses in the 
world as human beings, first and 
foremost. If you can’t relate on 
that level, you’re not alive. T

Getting Over Homer 

by Mark O'Donnell; Knopf, $21

H ans Christian Monahan, the 
lovelorn protagonist of Mark 
O’Donnell’s captivating 
debut novel Getting Over Homer , 
believes, “There are no happy end¬ 
ings, only happy chapters.” He may 
be sharing a hard-earned life lesson, 
but Hans Christian, or Blue as he’s 
nicknamed, might as well be de¬ 
scribing the novel that brings him so 
vividly to life. 

The triumph of Getting Over 
Homer is that O’Donnell, a play¬ 
wright and former Saturday Night 
Live sketch writer, has created a 
roaringly funny gay love story that 
is as serious as it is comic. Even 
more, O’Donnell’s skill at balanc¬ 
ing everyday cynicism with hope¬ 
less romanticism makes his novel 
both realistic and whimsically 
fanciful. Blue, the novel’s narrator, 
is on a quest, not unlike a Home¬ 
ric hero, for home - that indefin¬ 
able sense of security that can 
most often be found in someone 
else’s arms. 

Blue is a twin (a “co-zygote” as 
he puts it) and the youngest of 12 
siblings. The Monahans are a 
rambling Cleveland family, “the 
Kennedys without any money.” 
Blue’s parents, “Mother Discour¬ 
age” and “Dead Old Dad,” aren’t 
much good helping their 
youngest (five minutes behind his 
older twin Red) find his place in 
the brood or in the world. Having 
written a hit pop tune at age 11 
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that begins “Life is the question, 
love is the answer,” Blue embarks 
on a songwriting career that leads 
him to New York, where “every¬ 
body’s funny and nobody’s 
happy,” and to the dismal failure 
of his way off-Broadway musical 
version of The Odyssey. 

Blue’s young professional life is 
almost as dismal as his love life. 
He goes through a spurt of activ¬ 
ity and follows his penis around 
“like a dowsing rod looking for 
moist land.” But to no avail. “Dis¬ 
tracted self-doubtful young peo¬ 
ple seldom alight simultaneously,” 
Blue concludes. 

Swoony sex 

Finally, Blue meets the titular 
Homer, and falls hard for the man 
who creates spectacular events for 
wealthy Manhattanites. After a 
bout with the A-gays of Fire Is¬ 
land and some swoony sex on a 
rooftop, the enigmatic Homer 
tires of Blue’s devotion and 


dumps him with a terse, “You 
want me too much. It’s scary.” 
Blue moves on to another 
doomed relationship with the 
sweet Teddy, who also tires of Blue 
and succumbs to the “Seven 
Month Itch,” which. Blue explains, 
is “The Seven Year Itch in New 
York Minutes.” 

O’Donnell makes Blue so en¬ 
dearingly kind and imbues him 
with such a disarming wit it’s hard 
to see him fail in his quest for 
home, though he does get over 
Homer and move on. You have to 
love a character whose wisdom 
encompasses sweet sentiment and 
caustic realism: “I want my true 
love to be a little younger and 
smaller than me...whether it 
would be to protect him or dom¬ 
inate him, to promote or exploit, 
you tell me. I’m seeking some¬ 
thing sweet and pure, but in order 
to fuck it. I guess I’m not the first 
person who isn’t sure if love is 
generous or selfish.” T

Tales from the Dyke Side by Jor- 
jet Harper; New Victoria, $10.95 

J ust in time for all of us who 
have reread Lesbomania so 
many times we have just 
about memorized every essay, 
comes Jorjet Harper’s second col¬ 
lection of essays, Tales from the 
Dyke Side. Hooray! 

Harper’s look at lesbian life is 
darker, I think, than her first col¬ 
lection, but no less astute. She has, 
finally, overcome her Michigan 
angst by actually attending the 
Michigan Women’s Music Festi¬ 
val; her take on the real experience 
of the Festival, a trip to a lesbian 
nation, is delightful. It is, in fact, 
the first description of Michigan 
that made me want to head out to 
the woods with my sisters and 
howl at the moon. 

Curious about sex toys? Or, as 
I am, wondering why you have no 
interest in sex toys at all? Then 
don’t miss “The Gadgetry and the 
Ecstasy.” Harper cuts to the absur¬ 
dity with bemused irony: “The 
few times I’ve gone into these sex 
toy emporiums, I’ve left feeling 
not like I’ve been in a toy store but 
in a store that sells Hospital-pa¬ 
tient aids like canes, walkers, and 
prosthetic devices. To me, an arti¬ 
ficial vagina falls into the same 
category as an artificial hip — not 
something I’d care to play with.” 

Maybe it’s because Harper and 
I are very close in age, or that we’re 
both from Chicago, but I find her

the straight Jewish community in 
our voices,” says Raphael. “I feel 
like there’s more openness. People 
are more willing to discuss and be 
less judgmental. It’s a much better 
environment than when Dancing 
on Tisha B'Avc ame out in 1990.” 

In some ways, Raphael seems 
to suggest that gay Jews have ar¬ 
rived in 1996. The last few years 
have been a significant journey for 
gay Jews, and this is partially what 
Raphael means by his new book’s 
title. But, he stresses, there are 
many journeys his book takes on 
simultaneously, even though ar¬ 
rival isn’t always imminent. 

“It’s about journeys from con¬ 
fusion to clarity about Jewish 
identity or gay identity, my jour¬ 
ney from New York to Michigan, 
my journey as a writer,” he says of 
this collection. “It’s the plural be¬ 
cause I don’t think there’s just one 
arrival. The great questions of life 
are never resolved for good. I 
think you know when you arrive 
at a certain point because things 
settle down and become very 
clear. But how long does that 
last?” ▼

Gore test

Omnivores by Lydia Millet; Algo¬ 
nquin, $17.95 

I magine a feast prepared by a 
master chef that consists sole¬ 
ly of food you hate. You might 
admire the technique, but that 
doesn’t mean you’ll enjoy the 
meal. I feel the same way about 
Lydia Millet’s new novel, Omni¬ 
vores. Her ability as a writer is 
quite remarkable, but the subject 
is somewhat revolting. 

Estee Kraft is the hapless 
daughter of insane parents. Her 
father is a functional illiterate de¬ 
voted to bizarre experimentation 
involving first insects, then mam¬ 
mals. His subject and chief assis¬ 
tant is Estee. “He administered 
tests to her on every other day. He 


was The Inquisition. His jiggling 
pounds and florid, bursting face 
loomed close at every turn: he was 
a monstrous pachyderm, a mon¬ 
ument in flesh ... As penance [for 
wrong answers] he made her 
crush [an insect] specimen in her 
hand... At the start of her appren¬ 
ticeship there were times she had 
to clutch whole handfuls of 
crushed bodies, whimpering for 
him to let her go.” 

The punishment for errors 
goes far beyond merely having to 
hold the crushed insects. The 
whole first segment, with its de¬ 
tailed descriptions of child abuse, 
is very hard to get through. The 
second section details Estee’s es¬ 
cape to the outside (her scientific 
observations of a world she never 
knew are sometimes funny, always 
dark). Estee’s life away from her 
parents is not significantly better 
than her life with them, and in the 
third part, the circle of horror is 
complete when Estee gives birth 
to a monster. 

Millet is a writer of consider¬ 
able ability; her use of language is 
remarkable. As a look at our pop- 
psych culture, Omnivores is point¬ 
ed and painfully accurate. After 
Pete brutally attacks Estee, his ex¬ 
cuse is simple: “Believe me, I’m 
working through my hostility. My 
aggression was ah act of self-ha¬ 


tred due to the fact that I don’t 
love myself enough. You don’t 
know how rough it’s been on me.” 
But there is so much in this novel 
that is gross, nauseating, and 
hideous. This is not a book to read 
during dinner, or before going to 
bed. It is one I would much rather 
have admired from a distance. T

V IH hen my brother and I 
' '' were very young, during 
W , the golden olden days of 
vinyl records, we spent a lot of 
time, our allowances being meager 
in the extreme, discussing the rela¬ 
tive merits of buying albums ver¬ 
sus 45s. (For those of you too 
young to remember the nomen¬ 
clature, ask an old person.) The 
album meant more tunes for our 
$3.98, but probably contained lots 
of old, worthless songs. The 45 cost 


one dollar, but the hit was guaran¬ 
teed. I have the same problem 
today with short story anthologies. 
It’s a rare collection that doesn’t in¬ 
clude a heavy proportion of bad, 
or at least not great, prose. Out for 
Blood is, alas, no exception. 

And that’s a shame because 
there are some very fine short 
pieces in this collection. It is al¬ 
ways a pleasure to discover 
Katherine V. Forrest’s Kate De- 
lafield, although this particular 
story, “Jessie,” also appears in 
Dreams and Swords (Naiad, 1987), 
a fine collection of Forrest’s short 
fiction. Mabel Maney (of Nancy 
Clue fame) provides a hugely sat¬ 
isfying solution to the problem of 
child abuse in “A Way With Men.” 
Tee A. Corinne’s “Predators” is a 
very creepy mood piece in which 
what is not said provides a real 
jolt of terror. But Lisa D. 
Williamson’s “Home Cookin’” is a 
clear steal from the old Alfred 
Hitchcock TV series (remember 
the frozen leg of lamb?), and Jew- 
elle Gomez’s “Merry X-mas” owes 
a huge debt to Paula Martinac’s 
Out of Time (Seal, 1990). The 
other stories in the collection 
range from not too bad to not too 
good, hardly worth an investment 
of $10.95. For all the promise of 
its A-list contributors, Out for 
Blood disappoints. ▼

This Sunday (August 4), GAWK, 
which stands for Gay Artists and Writ¬ 
ers Kollective, celebrated its 11 -year an¬ 
niversary on the patio at A Different 
Light Bookstore. Be there. 

Local impresario Jon Sugar (pic¬ 
tured) founded GAWK back in the 
’80s when he realized there was no or¬ 
ganization in SF devoted to helping 
queer artists meet one another. When 
Sugar placed a notice in the B.A.R. 
about putting together a group for 
homo artists, he got at least 30 re¬ 
sponses, and GAWK was born. Later, 
GAWK began staging monthly events 
at the since-closed Walt Whitman 
Bookstore, readings and performances 
by such local notables as transgender 
torch singer Bambi Lake and writer 
Sam Ambler. GAWK also hosted the 
first SF performance of Miss Androg¬ 
ynous in the late ’80s. Its literary salon 
is nothing to sneeze at either, as it’s 
been the stomping ground of some 
hefty talents, including Daniel Curzon, 
Allan Berube, Fenton Johnson and 
Kate Bornstein. John Ginoli, lead 
singer of Pansy Division, did his first

In addition to many other activi¬ 
ties, GAWK has also provided enter¬ 
tainment over the years at many local 
gay events. As a result of its service to 
the community, GAWK earned a 
Cable Car Award of Merit in 1995.

Wired Women edited Lynn 
Cherny and Elizabeth Reba

W hy is it that computer 
publications are so 
brightly colored they 
practically scald the retina? Per¬ 
haps it’s to enliven the dry world 
of computing, which can some¬ 
times seem as dull as a metal pole. 
Or perhaps the eyes of all those 
keyboard-clacking geeks have 
been so damaged by their com¬ 
puter screens they can now only 
see in day-glo. At any rate, the 
newly released Wired Women, 
edited by Lynn Cherny and Eliza¬ 
beth Reba Weise, has a painful 
neon orange cover, which is al¬ 
most as striking as the contents of 
the book. 

Wired Women is a collection of 
essays whose topics run the 
gamut: virtual sex, an e-mail love 
affair, hackers, how to avoid on¬ 
line flame wars. The general 
theme is the ever-growing cyber¬ 
culture and how it affects women. 
The authors — engineers, writers, 
programmers, academics — note 
the fact that computers represent 
the new world power, that women 
have been left out (an estimated 
30 percent of Net users are 
women), and what that might 
mean. 

The Net, these essayists claim, 
is an elitist, masculinized zone that 
is often uninviting to females. Sto¬ 
ries of on-line “wanna fuck” ha¬ 
rassment abound — and worse. 
Studies of gender response to 
mailing lists show male posters get 
more response, even from women. 
Technology advertisements mar¬ 
ket to men (check out Wired mag¬ 
azine), and women academics in 
areas like engineering are discour¬ 
aged and intimidated. 

One essayist suggests demot¬ 
ing the computer to appliance sta¬ 
tus and seeing what happens to 
macho attitudes. 

One of the most fascinating 
pieces is Coming Apart at the 
Seams: Sex, Text and the Virtual 
Body, in which Shannon McRae 
explores sexual interactions in 
MUDS (Multi-User Domains). 
Theingenious players of these in¬ 
teractive Net games invent char¬ 
acters, scenes and acts, and often 
have a general heyday with sex 
and gender. There actually exists a 
third gender on-line called the 
spivak gender, which has its own 
set of pronouns: e, em, eirs, eirself. 

In “Sex, Fear and Condescen¬ 
sion on Campus: Cybercensor¬ 
ship at Carnegie Mellon,” Donna 
M. Riley describes her involve¬ 
ment with a group called the Cli- 
toral Hoods, which fights against 
on-line censorship. Flanked by 
images of a masturbating Little 
Mermaid, the Hoods stand for 
women’s empowerment by taking 
the stance that women don’t need 
institutional interference to de¬ 
fend themselves against porno¬ 
graphic Usenet groups. 

The women writing in Wired 
Women mix their highbrow cy¬ 
bertalk with references to the rest 
of their lives, to the body and its 
motions, programmer loneliness, 
menstruation, romance, Star Trek 
and cats. The result is a downright 
homey headiness that welcomes 
women into this blossoming new 
culture of Internet and computers. 
So never mind the package, blind¬ 
ing as it may seem, come on in. ▼
